BERLIN.  Jan.  It.— The  British 
eteamer  Yarrowdale  wan  brought  Into 
harbor  on  December  Si  aa  a  prise  by  a 
prise  crew  of  sixteen  men.  says  an  offi- 
cii! statement  Issued  tonight.  She 
carried  4«»  prisoners,  the  crew*  of 
at  camera  captured  by  a  German  auxil- 
iary cruiser  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

The  prisoners  on  the  .Yarrowdale  were 
from  one  Norwegian  and  seven  British 
vessel*.  The  cargoes  of  the  captured 
vessels,  the  statement  adds,  consisted 
vrlnclpally  of  war  material  and  food- 
stuffs. Three  of  the  Teasels  were  armed 
British  merchantmen. 

The  bringing  in  of  the  Yarrowdale. 
the  statement  continues,  has  been  kept 
secret  for  military  reasons,  but  In  view 
of  the  statement  of  the  British  Ad- 
miralty on  January  17  U  was  decided 
to  make  the  news  public. 

The  prize  crew  of  the  Yarrowdale 
was  commanded  by  Deputy  Officer 
Badewlts. 

Prise  drew  of  •ixteen 

The   Official  statement  follows. 

"The  English  steamer  Yarrowdale,  of 
<4,«00  tons,  was  brought  Into  a  harbor 
on  Dec.  21  as  a  prise  by  a  prize  crew 
of  sixteen  men.  She  had  aboard  469 
prisoners,  namely,,  the  crows  of  one 
Norwegian  and  seven  English  ships, 
which  were  captured  by  one  of  our  aux- 
iliary cruisers  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

"The  cargo  of  the  captured  vessels 
consisted  principally  of  war  material 
for  our  enemies  from  America  and  food- 
stuffs; Including  «,000  tons  of  wheat, 
3,000  tons  of  flour  and  1,900  horses.  The 
Yarrowdale  had  on  board  117  motor  lor- 
ries, on*  motor  ear,  •.300  cases  of  rifle 
cartridges,  30,000  rolls  of  barbed  wire 
and  9,800  tons  of  steel  bars,  besides  a 
large  quantity  of  meat,  bacon  end  sau- 
sage.

NEW  YOBK.  Jan.  19.— A  postal 
censorship  affecting  the  deported  Bel- 
gian workers  was  established  in  De- 
cember by  the  Germans,  according  to 
a  cablegram  received  from  the  Bel- 
gian Government  at  Havre.  France,  by 
Pierre  Mall,  the  Belgian  consul  here. 
A  translation  of  the  message  was  made 
public    today    by    Mr.    Hall.     It    reads: 

"Official  German  record  of  the  mili- 
tary zone  in  Belgium  under  date  of 
Uec.  is  publishes  a  set  of  regulations 
for  the  postal  service  of  the  deported 
workers,  prohibiting  their  mentioning 
to  their  families  their  places  of  work, 
this  seeming  to  indicate  that  they  are 
working   for   the  German  army. 

"A  new  batch  of  deported  working 
people  from  Ghent  was  returned  to 
Ghent,  sick  and  several  dying.  They 
relate  unheard-of  sufferings  on  the 
Gei  maeskf ront  in  France.  Considerable 
mortality  owing  to  exhaustion  from 
forced   labor." 


The  British  steamer  Yarrowdale  was 
last  reported  in  shipping  registers  as 
having  sailed  from  New  York  December 
4  and  arriving  at  Havre  prior  to  Janu- 
ary 3. 

The  steamer  has  been  mentioned  in 
the  reports  from  the  British  Admiralty 
as  among  overdue  vessels  captured  by 
the  German  raider  in  the  South  Atlan- 
tic, and  as  having  been  sent  away  by 
the  raider  with  400  men  of  the  crews 
of  sunken  vessels,  who  were  to  be  land- 
ed. Unofficial  dispatches  from  Rio  dc 
Janeiro  also  said  the  Yarrowdale  had 
been  used  by  the  raider  to  land  members 
of  crews  of  ships  sunk  by  the  raider. 

A  dispatch  from  Rio  de  Janeiro  Thurs- 
day night  said  a  report  had  been  received 
there  that  the  Yarrowdale  arrived  Janu- 
ar  ly«  at  Bao  Vtcenti,  St.  Vincent.  Cape 
Verde  Islands,  a  Portuguese  possession 
off  the  West  African  coast.  While  the 
BsjrjtBv  dispatch  does  not  mention  the 
pert  into  which  the  Yarrowdale  was 
taken  by  the  prise  crow.  It  seems  proba- 
'bio  it  was  a  German  port,  as  the  official 
statement  says  that  the  419  captives  on 
board,  including  10*  neutrals,  "who  had 
taken  pay  on  armed  enemy  vessels  were 
removed  as  prisoners  of  war."  In  a 
neutral  port  such  action  Would  be  im- 
possible. 

The  British  official  announcement  con- 
cerning the  operations  of  the  raider  said 
eight  British  ships,  two  French  ships 
and  one  Japanese  steamer  had  been  cap- 
tured between  December  12  and  Janu- 
ary 12.

Theodore,  cap- 
tured by  the  German  raider  in  the 
South  Atlantic,  armed  with  two  guns 
and  manned  by  a  German  crew,  was 
cruising  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  raider. 

Earlier  In  the  day  a  cablegram  from 
Consul  Stewart  at  Pernambuco  an- 
nounced the  landing  there  of  the  St. 
Theodore's  crew,  giving  no  names,  by 
the  Japanese  steamer  Hudson  Maru, 
another  of  the  raider's  prises.  The 
consul  ssld  the  other  ships  captured 
were  believed 'to  have  had  no  Ameri- 
cans on  board.

RIO  JANEIRO,  Jan.  19.— The  Bri- 
tish authorities  have  Issued  a  warning 
to  shipping  companies  that  the  cap- 
tured British  steamer  St.  Theodora 
has  been  converted  Into  a  German  com- 
merce raider  and  is  cruising  along  the 
Atlantic  steamship  route.  Instructions 
have  been  given  to  the  oompantea  re- 
garding  routes   to  be   followed. 

Reassuring  reports  have  been  re- 
ceived at  Peraambuoo  la  regard  to  the 
3,!><>0-ton  British  liner  Ortega,  which 
was  on  her  way  to  Pernatdbuco  and 
was  feared  to  have  fallen  a  victim  to 
the  German  rsjder.  According  to  the 
reports  in  shipping  circles  the  Ortega 
naa  rsavenoo  safety,  but  her  location  Is 
not  announced. 

NEW  YORK.  Jan.  19.— Warning  to 
shipping  of  the  Entente  Allies  that 
the  captured  British  steamer  St.  Theo- 
dore had  been  armed  by  Germans  and 
was  scouting  In  the  steamship  lanes 
waa  Sashed  tonight  by  wireless  by  a 
British  cruiser  off  Saady   Hook. 


LONDON,  Jan.  19.— Router's  Amster- 
dam correspondent  gives  the  following 
excerpts  from  the  speech  of  Dr.  von 
Heydebrand,  the  Conservative  leader, 
before  the  Prussian  Diet: 

"Our  economic  situation  is  rich  in  de- 
privations and  sacrifices.  We  may 
calmly  state  this,  because  It  Is  known 
abroad  what  we  are  now  compelled  to 
demand  from  our  population. 

"The  rural  population  Is  not  yet  Im- 
bued with  the  consciousness  of  the  needs 
of  this  great  time.  The  reply  of  the 
Entente  powers  to  President  Wilson 
ought  to  be  placarded  in  all  communes. 
so  that  the  people  may  recognise  what 
will  confront  them  If  the  war  Is  lost. 

"The  town  populations  are  suffering 
grievously.  It  Is  sad  to  see  how  long 
women  have  to  wait  for  a  couple  of  po- 
tatoes, and  how,  for  the  simplest  of  ne- 
cessities, town  dwellers  must  pay  abso- 
lutely exorbitant  prices.  These  prices 
must  also  continue  for  a  long  time  af- 
ter the  war." 

CANADIAN  PAYMASTERS 


LONDON,  Jan.  19.— Tonight's  British 
official  communication  says:

OTTAWA.  Jan.  19— The  Canadian  Pa- 
cific Railway  Company  has  agreed  to 
transform  six  sleeping  cars  Into  hospi- 
tal cars  for  the  Military  Hospitals  Com- 
mission, making  a  total  of  sixteen  such 
cars  under  the  commission's  control  for 
the  transportation  of  invalided  soldiers. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  ears 
will  closely  resemble  the  ten  cars  al- 
ready produced  by  the  Government  Rail- 
way workshops  at  Moncton.  They  will 
be  In  pairs,  one  car  containing  eight 
cots,  kitchen  and  accommodation  for 
medical  Officer  and  nurses,  while  the 
other  will  be  fully  occupied  by  sixteen 
cots.

As  the  Liberal  candidate  endorsed  by 
Sir  Wllferd  Laurler,  nominated  at  a 
Liberal  convention  and  backed  by  the 
entire  Liberal  organization,  the  Liber- 
al party  must  either  accept  the  policy 
he  has  enunciated,  that  we  should  not 
ruin  our  country  to  aid  England,  and 
his  opposition  to  national  serlvce.  as 
their  national  policy  or  else  repudiate 
him.  The  Liberals  are  afraid  to  repu- 
diate him  for  fear  of  losing  their  chan- 
ces for  a  solid  Quebec.  It  looks  as  if 
the  Issues  which  are  being  fought  out 
in  Dorchester  will  be  the  Issues  In  the 
next  general  election.  If  the  Liberals 
decided   to   oppose  extension. 

Altogether  the  situation  which  has 
been  created  Is  most  embarrassing  to 
the  English  speaking  Liberals  and  the 
leadership  of  Sir  Wilfrid  ever  since  he 
endorsed  the  Lapolnte  resolution,  and 
are  Just  about  at  the  point  of  revolt.

President  Poincare  Discusses  F*urpose  of  Allies  in 
Continuing  Present  War  to  Victory — Reparation 
for  Wanton  Injury,  Restitution  and  Guarantees 
for  Future  Are  Essential- 


BRUTAL  ATTACK  ON  BELGIUM

United  States  Well  Able  to  Understand  What 
Allies  Are  Fighting  for— France's  Patience 
Under  Strain  of  Old  Wounds  and  Fresh  Provo- 
cations— Alsace  and  Lorraine.

PARIS,  Jan.  19. — President  Poincare 
has  received  Edward  Marshall,  an 
American  newspaper  writer,  at  the 
Palace  of  the  Ely  see  and  talked  with 
him  In  regard  to  President  Wilson's 
note  and  the  reply  of  the  Entente  Al- 
lies. The  crux  of  the  Interview  ap- 
pears  In    these  words  of  the   President: 

"We  are  condemned  to  continue  the 
war  until  we — our  gallant  Allies  and 
ourselves — can  obtain  the  reparations 
and  guarantees  rendered  Indlspenslble 
by  the  aggressions  of  which  we  ha.ve 
been  the  victims,  by  the  sacrifices  to 
which  we  have  subjected  ourselves 
and  by  the  losses  which  we  have  suf- 
fered." 

"May  I  tell  America  that  France  la 
our  friend,  even  though  we  are  not 
fighting  along  with  her*.'"  the  American 
visitor  asked. 

■ywpethy  of  Satarieaas 
"The  United  Slates  of  America  and 
France  are  closely  united  by  Inefface- 
able common  recollections,  by  the  same 
political  traditions,  by  the  same  at- 
tachment of  free  Institutions,"  said  the 
President.  "This  war,  which  Germany 
unloosed  upon  Europe  and  which 
France  did  everything  to  avoid,  could 
not  change  the  good  relations  between 
the  United  States  and  France,  It  has 
even  made  tbem  closer  and  strength- 
ened them. 

"The  United  8tetes,"  President  Poin- 
care continued,  "have  remained  neu- 
tral, but  the  sympathies  of  Individuals 
in  every  section  have  manifested  them- 
selves In  favor  of  France  and  her  Al- 
lies. We  have  been  deeply  moved  hy 
innumerable  demonstrations  of  friend- 
ship, 

"There  never  has  been,  a  day  since 
soon  after  the  beginning  of  the  war 
Whoa  I  have  not  personally  received 
from  America  a  voluminous  man  con- 
taining generous  offerings  for  our  in- 
vaded populations,  for  our  war  widows 
and  our  war  orphans.  The  letters 
which  accompany  these  tributes  ema- 
nate from  all  classes,  and  often  are 
expressed  in  very  moving  words.  Other 
letters  bring  to  me  warm  wishes  for 
a  victory  for  France. 

"Tour  great  country  surely  under- 
stands that  we,  the  Allies,  are  fight- 
ing not  only  for  our  own  Independence 
and  our  national  honor,  but  for  a 
much  wider  cause,  which  goes  further 
than  the  boundaries  of  our  own  Inter- 
ests. We  sre  fighting  for  the  rights 
of  the  indivldusl  snd  for  the  liberty 
of  peoples. 

Belgium    As    Witness 

"The  violation  of  Belgium  brings  out 
the  symbolical  significance  of  this 
whole  war.  Germany  was  not  satis- 
fied with  declaring  war  on  us  without 
provocation.  She  had  willed  to  butcher 
us  without  warning,  and  to  attain  that 
end.  she  trampled  under  her  feet  in 
passing  s  little,  Innocent  people.  This 
Is  enough  evidence  by  which  to  Judge 
the  responsibility  of  our  enemies;  it 
Is  enough  to  define  the  nature  of  the 
struggle  in  which  we  are  engaged.  The 
United  States  have  made  no  mistake 
about  this." 

"Are  yon  willing  to  make  some  com- 
ment with  regard  to  President  Wil- 
son's  note?*'    the    correspondent   asked. 

"Knowing  as  1  do  the  feelings  of 
America,  we  have  not  failed  to  under- 
stand the  thought  which  Inspired  the 
recent  Initiative  of  President  Wilson." 
M.  Poincare  replied.  "We  are  at  ones 
convinced  thst  In  the  mind  of  the  Il- 
lustrious President  the  suggestion 
made  to  the  belligerents  was  in  ac- 
cord with  the  traditional  friendship 
between  our  two  nations.  But  being 
conscious  that  we  are  fighting  for 
mankind,  we  find  ourselves  without  the 
right  to  lay  aside  our  weapons  before 
We  can  sign  a  peace  really  humane 
and  which  would  spare  the  world  from 
the  repetition  of  such  a  terrible  catas- 
trophe as  this   war. 

"Unhappily  It  Is  certain  that  Ger- 
many, who  pretends  to  consider  her- 
self victorious,  although  she  can  hard- 
ly entertain  any  doubt  as  to  the  end, 
is  not  ripe  as  yet  for  such  a  necessary 
peace.

"In  our  reply,"  said  the  President, 
"we  also  have  spoken  of  the  restitu- 
tion of  Provinces  torn  away  in  the 
past  by  main  strength  or  separated 
from  ua  against  the  will  of  their  In- 
habitants. Note  this,  that  during  44 
years.  France  has  strangled  the  pain 
which  her  Old  wounds  had  cu.uacd  her. 
In  1971  Germany  took  from  her  Al- 
sace and  Lorraine,  against  the  upenl- 
moua  wishes  of  the  inhabitants.  Wssaaa 
ever  may  have  been  the  burning  regret 
which  she  felt  for  this,  France  never 
would  hu.ve  been  willing  to  make  war 
of   revenge.

Britain's  Protective  Measures 
at  Sea  Likely  to  Be  Has- 
tened— Unified  Control  of 
Allies'  Navies, 


LONDON.  Jan.  If.— (By  Charles  A. 
Qrasty). — Not  by  battles  alone  are  wars 
won.  Mr.  Balfour's  footnote  to  the  Al- 
lies' reply  to  President  Wilson  may  bo 
worth  a  good  many  trenches  or  sea 
ralda  for  lta  affect  on  both  sides  of  the 
Atlantic.  Mr.  Balfour  may  have  lost 
caste  as  an  executive,  and  may  be  111- 
fltted  for  the  hurly-burly  of  war,  but  he 
is  a  master  dialectician.  He  knows  how 
to  visualise  in  perspective  and  make  his 
pictures  comprehensible.  If  America 
could  hear  more  frequently  from  such 
men  aa  Mr.  Balfour  and  Mr.  Lloyd- 
Georse  there  would  be  no  need  for  the 
eort  Of  propagandist!!  In  the  United 
states  now  discussed,  perhaps  entered 
Into,  by  the  British  Government.  Only  a 
complete  misunderstanding  of  American 
conditions  could  draw  Great  Britain  in- 
to meeting  Germany's  effort*  In  kind. 

In  the  Atlantic  raid  Germany  appears 
at  her  best  and  worst.  In  such  enter- 
prises she  shows  skill,  desperate  cour- 
age and  results  within  certain  bounds, 
but  the  reaction  both,  in  Germany  and 
Great  Britain  may  leave  a  balance  on 
the  debit  aide.  The  success  of  the 
raider  inflames  an  already  insane  pas- 
sion for  the  apectacular  in  Germany. 
The  good  old  German  traits  of  patience 
and  Industry  are  disappearing  In  the 
frensled  domination  of  Prusstanism. 

The  reaction  from  the  Atlantic  raid 
wilt  be  beneficial  in  England,  arousing  a 
new  Initiative  for  naval  action.  It  came 
at  a  time  when  protective  measures 
against  the  submarines  were  at  the 
point  of  decision,  and  when  a  unltled 
control  of  the  Allied  navies,  which  has 
been  under  consideration,  may  be 
brought  to  a  practical  basis  by  the 
stirring  events  in  the  Atlantic. 

The  moat  .aggressive  man  in  Great 
Britain  has  not  bean  much  heard  from 
since  taking  charge  of  the  Admiralty. 
Sir  Edward  Caraon's  lying  unlet  for  a 
whole  month  with  all  the  great  power 
of  the  British  fleet  in  bis  hands  might 
be  the  forerunner  of  a  performance  ap- 
propriately overtured  by  uhe  German 
raider. 

Thsl  liveliness  in  waters  contiguous  to 
Monroe  doctrine  territory  suggests  a 
consideration  of  an  aspect  of  the  free- 
dom of  the  seas  the  reverse  of  that 
commonly  considered  in  American  dis- 
cussion. Usually,  when  any  prominent 
American  goes  to  Germany  and  dines 
with  the  Kaiser  he  comes  away  with  a 
big  mouthful  of  the  freedom  of  the  seas, 
which  means  an  attempt  to  start  a  cry 
in  America  that  will  swallow  up  and 
survive  other  cries  and  manufacture 
sentiment  to  help  the  Kaiser  overcome 
British  naval  superiority.  If  that  could 
be  accomplished  the  first  result  would  be 
to  drive  America  to  the  naval  extension 
necessary  for  protecting  herself  and  her 
Monroe  Doctrine  instead  of  enjoying  her 
old-time  free  ride  on  the  British  fleet, 
Such  visits  as  these,  of  a  German  raider 
off  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  of  a  submar- 
ine off  Nantdcket,  should  provoke  real 
discussion  of  the  freedom  of  the  seas, 
which  has  often  been  the  "froth  of 
sloppy   thinking." 

MERCANTILE  SHIPPING 

Oreat     Britain    Will     Be   Able   to    Con- 
struct Vessels  With  Bapldity 
After  End  of  War 


LONDON,  Jan.  18. — The  creation  of  a 
mighty  armada  of  British  mercantile 
shipping  within  six  months  after  the 
end  of  the  war  was  prophesied  by  a 
high  naval  authority  yesterday.  Facili- 
ties for  shipbuilding  In  Great  Britain, 
it  is  asserted,  have  been  so  greatly  aug- 
mented during  the  war  that  British 
yards  can  easily  outdistance  all  German 
competition. 

"Once  our  effort  Is  concentrated  on 
merchant  shipping,"  this  official  said. 
"It  will  be  possible  to  build  vessels  In 
less  than  ninety  days  and  perhaps 
faster.  If  they  are  standardised  ships. 
Even  with  so  much  labor  diverted  to 
war  purposes,  we  have  been  able  to  con- 
struct 9,000-ton  liners  in  three  months 
time. 

The  stimulus  to  shipbuilders  working 
under  war  pressure  and  on  war  vessels 
will  continue  when  It  comes  to  building 
merchantmen,  for  the  men  will  accept 
the  challenge  of  the  Germane.  Never  In 
her  history  has  Britain  had  at  her  dis- 
posal ouch  a  highly  efficient  nnd  large 
body  of  shipbuilders  as  she  will  have 
when  the  war  closes.  We  can  view  the 
future  with  equanimity,  regardless  of 
German   predictions."

WASHINGTON,  Jan.  1».— Germany, 
official  reports  received  here  today  say. 
ia  flooding  Spain  with  circulars  advis- 
ing Spanish  traders  that  the  industries, 
factories  and  means  of  production  in 
Germany  have  remained  intact  despite 
the  war,  and  that  immediately  after 
peace  is  declared  the  Germans  will  be 
ready  to  carry  out  Spanish  orders  aa 
before  the  war.  Spanish  plants  are 
requested  not  to  give  orders  to  the  Al- 
lies or  to  neutrals  during  the  period  of 
the  war. 

Officials  hero  are  deeply  interested 
in  this  move  of  Germany  towards 
prosecution  of  the  trade  war  that  is 
expected  to  follow  the  end  of  ane  con- 
flict. It  is  pointed  out  the  heavy  fall 
in  the  exchange  rate  for  German  cur- 
rency abroad  will  greatly  favor  Ger- 
man exports  to  Spain  and  other  coun- 
tries after  the  war,  although  It  will 
react  unfavorably  against  the  Germans 
in  the  importation  of  materials  from 
abroad.

Leban- 
on Is  r.ld  to  have  suffered  particularly, 
while  at  Beirut  inhabitants  are  aald  to 
have  been  picked  up  on  the  streeta 
nearly  dying  of  hunger.

His  Excellency's  First  Act  in 
Connection  With  Country's 
Legislature — Reference  to 
Extension  of  Parliament. 


OTTAWA,  Jan.  1».— The  ceremonial 
opening  of  the  aeventh  eeaaion  of  tha 
twelfth  parliament  of  Canada,  which 
took  place  at  3  o'clock  thla  afternoon, 
excited  the  usual  Interest  here  despite 
the  fact  that  some  of  the  usual  feature* 
were  lacking. 

It  was  the  flrat  formal  opening  since 
parliament  took  up  its  new  home  In  the 
Museum  Building,  and  the  limited  epace 
and  lack  of  galleries  In  the  Improvised 
Senate  Chamber  deprived  the  event  of 
Its  chief  social  features.  Invitations  to 
the  floor  of  the  House  were  confined 
largely  to  the  parliamentary  set 


Those  who  looked  on  while  the  speech 
from  the  throne  waa  read  by  Hie  Kx- 
cellency  the  Duke  of  Devonahlre  were 
practically  confined  to  the  members  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  who  had  been 
aummoned  from  their  chamber  by  the 
Gentleman   Usher  of  the  Black  Rod. 

The  judgea  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada,  in  their  robes  of  ermine,  oc- 
cupied aeata  below  the  viceregal  chair 
and  there  was  the  usual  brilliant  group 
to  the  right  of  His  Kxcellepcy.  includ- 
ing Sir  Robert  Borden.  In  his  Windsor 
uniform,  and  the  officers  of  the  mili- 
tary headquarters  and  naval  staffs.  The 
Ducheaa  of  Devonshire  sat  at  the  left 
of   His   Excellency. 

The  outdoor  features  of  the  opening 
also  were  somewhat  curtailed,  there  be- 
ing no  military  escort  provided  the  vice- 
regal party,  but  the  customary  guard  of 
honor  awaited  their  arrival  at  the  par- 
liament buildings  and  the  usual  salute 
was  flred  from  Nepean  Point. 
Speech   Treat   Throne 

The    text    of    the    speech    from    the 

throne  follows: 

"Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate: 
Gentlemen  of  the  Houae  of  Com- 
mons: 

"I  dealre  on  this  occaalon  to  express 
my  respectful  appreciation  of  the  honor 
conferred  on  me  by  the  King  in  ap- 
pointing me  to  the  distinguished  office 
of  Governor  General. 

"I  esteem  it  a  high  privilege  to  be- 
come closely  Identified  with  Canada  at 
the  time  when  she  Is  taking  so  splen- 
did a  part  In  the  world-wide  struggle, 
and  I  look  forward  to  her  ability  and 
capacity  to  exercise  an  ever-increasing 
Influence  in  bringing  the  war  to  a  vlc- 
torloua  conclusion. 

"When  peace  le  again  happily  restor- 
ed, I  em  confident  that  the  vast  re- 
sources of  the  Dominion  will  continue 
to  be  developed  for  the  lasting  benefit 
of  the  Umpire  and  in  the  best  Interests 
of  liberty  and  humanity.  Although 
nearly  two  and  a  half  years  have 
elapsed  since  the  outbreak  of  war,  that 
period  has  not  been  more  than  sufficient 
for  the  enormous  preparations  neces- 
sary to  enable  our  Kmplre  to  throw  Its 
full  strength  into  the  struggle. 
Canadians'  Share 

"The  events  that  have  transpired 
since  prorogation  give  convincing  testi- 
mony of  the  efficiency  of  the  measures 
thua  taken  and  bear  aplendid  tribute  to 
the  valor  and  heroism  of  Hl«  Majesty's 
forces  in  every  theatre  of  war.  With 
preparation  already  so  ample  and  still 
Increasing,  we  may  confidently  antici- 
pate that  the  not  distant  future  will 
bring  such  success  to  the  Allied  arms 
as  win  assure  the  full  maintenance  of 
the  purposes  and  Ideals  for  which  we 
have  engaged  In  this  war. 

"The  Canadian  forces  dispatched  over- 
seas  during  1916  numbered  more  than 
165.000  and  the  aggregate  of  enlist- 
ments in  Canada  since  the  outbreak  of 
war  Is  nearly  400,000.  ,  In  attack,  as 
well  as  in  defence,  the  valor,  endur- 
ance and  resourcefulness  of  the  Cana- 
dian troops  have  been  conspicuous  on 
every  occasion  when  they  have  met  the 
enemy,  and  they  have  splendidly  upheld 
the  highest   traditions  of  their  country. 

"Equally  notable  and  Impressive  haa 
been  the  fine  spirit  of  loyalty  displayed 
by  the  people  of  this  Dominion,  who 
have  freely  dedicated  their  energy  and 
their  material  resources  to  the  common 
defence  of  our  Empire 

national  Service 

"Steps  have  been  taken  by  my  advis- 
ers for  better  organization  of  national 
service,  and  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  more  thorough  utilisation  of  our 
natural  resources.  .  Measures  also  have 
been  taken  In  co-operation  with  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  Kingdom  to  fa- 
cilitate an  Increased  production  of  mu- 
nitions In  Canada 

"The  Government  of  the  United  King- 
dom has  Invited  the  first  ministers  of 
the  Dominions  to  attend  a  series  of  spe- 
cial and  continuous  meetings  of  the  war 
cabinet  (of  which  for  this  purpose  they 
will  be  members),  to  consider  urgent 
questions  affecting  the  prosecution  of 
the  war.  the  possible  conditions  on 
which  the  Allied  nations  could  assent  to 
Its  termination,  and  problems  which 
would  immediately  arise.  This  invita- 
tion has  been  accepted  on  behalf  of  Can- 
ada. 

Dominion  JnbUee 
"The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  foun- 
dation of  this  Dominion  draws  near, 
and  brings  with  It  the  Inspiring  memory 
of  all  that  has  been  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  half-century  In  the  upbuilding 
of  a  united  and  powerful  nation.  My 
advisers  believe  that,  notwithstanding 
the  continuance,  of  the  war.  there  should 
be  an  appropriate  commemoration  of  an 
event  ao  notable  in  the  history  of  Can- 
ada. 

"The  life  of  the  present  Parliament 
will  expire  In  October  next.  and.  under 
existing  legislation,  a  dissolution  end 
election  would  be  necessary  In  the  early 
future.  My  advisers,  however,  are  of 
opinion  that  the  wlahes  of  the  Canadian 
people  and  the  urgent  requirements  of 
the  war  would  be  best  met  by  avoiding 
the  distraction  and  confusion  consequent 
upon  a  general  election  at  so  critical  a 
time.  That  purpose  can  be  effected  only 
through  the  medium  of  legislation  by 
the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom. 
A  resolution  authorising  and  requesting 
the  enacting  of  such  legislation  as  will 
extend  the  life  of  this  Parliament  will 
be  presented  to  you. 


"Although  tei  some  parte  of  the  Do- 
minion weather  conditions  affected  ad- 
versely the  excellent  prospects  of  an  un- 
usually large  harvest,  yet.  taking  the 
country  M  .  whole,  the  labors  of  our 
husbandmen  have  been  abundantly  re- 
warded. 

"The  commercial.  Industrial  and  finan- 
cial stability  of  the  country  has  been 
welt  maintained  during  the  past  year. 
There  is  every  reaaen  to  believe  that  the 
Dominion  will  be  In  a  iialtliu.  to 
satisfactorily  the  readjustment  ef 
dittoes  whlea  nrust  ensue  ope*  the  tor 
mtaatloe  of  the   war.      Important

"Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons: 
"The  accounts  for  the  last  and  the 
estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  be 
submitted  to  you  without  delay,  and  you 
will  be  asked  to  make  the  necessary 
financial  provisions  for  the  effective  con- 
duct of  the  war. 

Angary  ef  Tleeery 

"Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate: 
Gentlemen  of   the   House  of  Commons: 

"The  lofty  patriotism,  the  fine  cour- 
age and  the  inflexible  purpose  which 
have  animated  all  His  Majesty's  Domin- 
ions in  upholding-  our  great  cause  are 
in  no  wise  abated.  In  common  with  the 
rest  of  the  Empire,  the  people  of  this 
Dominion  are  firmly  resolved  that  Jn 
this  war,  which  haa  entailed  so  much 
sacrifice  and  which  we  have  undertaken 
for  the  highest  Ideals  of  humanity  and 
civilisation,  our  efforts  shall  be  con- 
tinued and  strengthened  until  they  are 
crowned  with  an  abiding  peace.  '  I  com- 
mend to  your  attentive  consideration  all 
measures  submitted  to  you  for  that 
great  purpose,  and  I  pray  that  the  Divine 
blessing  may  attend  your  deliberations." 


Scarcity  of  Food  'm  Teutonic 
Empires  Causing  Severe 
Suffering— Pope  Fears  Pol- 
icy of  Frightfulness. 


ROME,  Jan.  19.— According  to  confi- 
dential advices  which  have  reached  the 
Vatican  from  Germany  and  Austria, 
economic  conditions  In  the  Central  Em- 
pires have  become  so  serious  that  it  Is 
feared  before  the  close  of  the  Winter 
famine  cannot  be  averted. 

Th  scarcity  of  food  Is  severely  felt 
everywhere  to  such  en  extent  that  In 
spite  of  every  effort  for  an  equal  dis- 
tribution among  the  population  of  all 
the  foodstuffs  which  are  available,  a 
large  proportion  of  the  residents  In 
some  cities  are  suffering  .from  denu- 
tritlon. 

Since  the  possibility  of  peace  la  now 
excluded,  the  Pope  is  deeply  concerned 
about  the  danger  of  Germany's  policy 
of  frightfulness.  said  to  have  been  re- 
sorted to  In  sheer  desperation  after  all 
hope  of  peace  was  lost.  All  his  efforts 
are  now  being  directed  to  averting  such 
disasters  as  reprisals  against  prisoners 
of  war,  deportations  from  Invaded  ter- 
ritory, and  destruction  of  property  on 
a  large  scale. 

Beport  of  JTeutral 

LONDON,  Jan.  19.— The  Times  prints 
a  description  of  conditions  in  Germany 
from  "the  neutral  whose  observations 
proved  so  accurate  In  the  past."  The 
Times  claims  this  la  one  of  the  flrat 
direct  uncensored  communications  that 
has  reached  the  outer  world  for  some 
months.  This  neutral,  who  dates  hie 
despatch  Cologne,  January   12,  says': 

"Since  the  period  of  a  former  Investi- 
gation of  the  economic  situation  in 
Germany,  matters  have  been  getting 
steadily  worse.  It  would  be  no  exag- 
geration to  say  that  one  can  now  see 
fresh  deterioration  every  week,  and  the 
pace  downhill  is  getting  faster.  Both 
the  German  people  and  the  German 
aimy  on  the  western  front  have  In  the 
Inst  few  months  experienced  very  con- 
siderable changes  for  the  worse.  I  have 
always,  as  you  know,  warned  the  Allies 
regarding  over-optimism  on  the  econ- 
omic situation  in  Germany,  but  there 
really  does  not  seem  to  be  much  need 
of  warning  now. 

"It  Is  not  only  my  impression,  but 
that  of  my  German  friends  who  are  In  a 
position  to  know  the  facts  as  to  the 
food  supply,  that  Germany  is  faced  by 
the  prospect  of  being  unable  to  con- 
tinue the  struggle  unless,  as  people  here 
wish,  she  really  raids  Denmark  and 
Holland,  or  both,  for  meat,  butter  and 
oil. 

General  Fopnlatlon  Snff era 

"Let  me  say  first  that  throughout  my 
tour  I  have  not  beard  of  any  actual 
starvation.  Every  baby,  at  any  rate, 
under  two  yeara  of  age,  gets  sufficient 
milk,  except  In  the  principal  munitlona 
area  where  ao  much  of  the  milk  from 
the  surrounding  districts  Is  converted 
Into  glycerine.  Invalids  are  suffering, 
but  those  who  have  money  can,  on 
medical  certificates,  obtain  permission  to 
go  to  Switzerland.  Holland  and  Denmark 
for  fixed  periods,  but  the  rich  do  not 
really  suffer  at  all.  The  position  of 
fhe  general  population,  especially  In  the 
towns,  large  and  small.  Is  deplorable. 

"There  Is  a  great  deal  of  complaining, 
and  of  late,  dlaputes  between  the  vari- 
ous authorities,  and  between  the  auth- 
orities of  the  various  states,  have  in- 
creased in  intensity.  There  also  Is 
much  bitterness  as  between  the  coun- 
try and  towns,  and  in  each  particular 
tewn  I  have  been  told  that  some  other 
town  is  flowing  with  milk  and  honey, 
although  I  have  been  about  Germany 
enough  to  know  better.  Complaints 
against  the  country  people  are  doubt- 
less Justified  by  their  greater  possibili- 
ties for  hoarding  food,  possession  of 
which  they  do  not  disclose  yet  It  would 
b«  a  great  mistake  to  exaggerate  the 
practical  effect  of  the  prevailing  dis- 
tress. It  seeme  to  me  that  there  Is 
nothing  more  striking  than  the  way  In 
which  the  docility  of  all  the  German 
tribes,  Prussians,  Saxons.  Bavarians  and 
the  rest,  positively  Increases  with  the 
decrease  of  strength  caused  by  the  lack 
of  food. 


"It  Is  not  true,  as  stated  by  the  Cng- 
lish  and  French  newspapers,  which  are 
sold  here  as  freely  as  heretofore,  that 
the  diet  of  the  armies  remains  as  it 
waa.  There  are  bitter  grumblings  from 
the  soldiers  back  from  the  Eastern 
front,  and  the  soldiers  returning  from 
the  Rom  me  and  Verdun  complain  of  the 
Increasing  diminution  In  the  mixture  of 
butter  and  margarine  served  out  to 
them. 

"Military  bands  are  everywhere,  as 
uwual,  but  there  Is  no  military  spirit 
left  In  any  of  the  cities  I  visited.  The 
Germen  people  generally  are  sick  of  the 
war.  Their  only  comfort  la  their  be- 
lief that  food  prices  end  the  scarcity 
In  Russia,  England  and  France  are 
worse  then  In  Germany." 

TODAY 
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Second  Army  Division  and 
Parts  of  Two  Others  Mobil- 
ized to  Guard  Frontier — 
German  Invasion  Feared. 


PARI8,  Jan.  It.— Gen.  Uliich  Wills, 
ehlef  of  the  general  staff  of  the  8wlaa 
army,  wishes  to  mobilize  all  Switzer- 
land'* military  forces,  according  to  a 
Berne  dispatch  to  The  Petit  Parlaieu. 
The  Federal  Council  la  aald  to  regard 
such  a  measure  as  excessive  and  to 
have  decided  to  mobilise  only  the  sec- 
ond and  fifth  divisions,  but  It  is  consid- 
ered not  Improbable  that  further  units 
will  be  called  to  the  colors. 
Tear   Genua*   Attack 

LONDON.  Jan.  19.— More  Solas  sol- 
diers are  being  called  to  the  colors. 

Serious  attention  la  being  paid  by 
military  experts  here  to  the  possibility 
of  Germany  violating  the  neutrality  of 
Hwltxerland  in  an  effort  to  invade 
France.  Th©  concentration  of  large 
German  forces  in  the  region  of  Basel 
gives  color  to  thla  Impression  and  Is 
strengthened  by  the  fact  that  Switzer- 
land has  Just  mobilised  the  entire 
second  army  division  and  all  those  por- 
tions of  the  fourth  and  fifth  divisions 
which  had  not  previously  been  called 
to  guard  the  frontier.  It  is  significant 
that  these  troops  are  being  sent  to  the 
line  near  Basel. 

The  SwIbs  newspapers,  according  to 
a  Geneva  dispatch,  intimate  that  the 
Swiaa  general  staff  Is  convinced  thai 
the  Germans  plan  an  invasion  of 
Switzerland  In  an  effort  to  clear  the 
French  out  of  Alsace.  These  papers 
declare  that  great  masses  of  German 
troops  have  been  aeen  moving  into 
positions  near  Basel. 

Switzerland  undoubtedly  is  well  pre- 
pared to  resist  vigorously  should  any 
Invasion  be  attempted.  Some  observ- 
ers professed  to  see  a  Swiss  connection 
In  last  night's  official  statement  from 
Paris  reporting  "rather  serious"  artil- 
lery duels  In  the  Vosges  and  Lorraine. 
An  attempt  to  throw  back  the  French 
right  wing  probably  would  b«  made 
simultaneously  with  an  advance  Into 
Switzerland. 

Berne's    Impression 

ROME,  Jan.  1»,  via  London,  Jan.  It. 
— The  announcement  of  Switzerland's 
new  military  measures  to  guard  her 
frontiers  produced  a  deep  Impression 
here,  since  It  was  at  first  regarded  as 
Indicating  that  the  Federal  Government 
waa  apprehensive  of  a  change  in  the 
war  situation  of  which  the  general 
public  had   had  no  warning. 

In  an  Interview  here  the  Swiss  min- 
ister said; 

"The  measures  adopted  by  my  coun- 
try have  as  their  only  object  the  fur- 
ther assurance  of  its  neutrality  through 
a  declaration  of  Its  readlneas  to  de- 
fend It  with  force  against  any  at- 
tempt   at    violation." 

The  action  of  the  Swiss  Government 
Is  taken  here  as  indicating  the  belief 
that  the  moat  violent  and  perhaps  the 
moat  decisive  conflict  of  the  war  Is  at 
hand.

Military  critics  are  unable  to  account 
for  the  Russian  offensive  on  the  Riga 
front.  Titer  point  out  that  ita  object 
cannot  have  been  to  relieve  the  preasure 
on  Roumanta,  because  the  distance  sep- 
arating the  two  points  is  so  errant  that 
Teutonic  troops  would  hardly-  be  de- 
tached from  the  southern  field  to  meet 
an  attack  at  the  most  northerly  extrem- 
ity of  the  line.  They  are  agreed  that 
the  Ruealan  movement  waa  a  great  sur- 
prise to  the  enemy,  and  they  are  endeav- 
oring to  decide  If  the  offensive  Is  likely 
to  be  pushed.  If  the  advance  Is  any- 
thing more  than  a  demonstration,  its 
object  must  be  Ifitau.  which  the  Ger- 
mans have  converted  into  their  head- 
quarters in  the  northern  region.  If 
they  should  lose  that  point  Jhelr  whole 
line  for  many  miles  would  be  endan- 
gered. There  is  one  strong  reason  for 
believing  that  the  determination  of  our 
Ally  is  to  take  Mltau.  That  town  is  sit- 
uated on  the  border  of  a  great  marsh, 
which  Is  utterly  impassable  by  an 
armed  force  except  when  It  has  been 
frozen,  ha  it  Is  now.  Under  such  con- 
ditions the  movement  of  troops  across 
it  is  an  easy  matter,  especially  Russian 
troops,  who  are  enured   to  the  cold. 

Vtry  little  news  has  been  received 
from  Roumanla,  but  It  Is  clear  thatf 
Mackensen's  thrust  has  lost  Its  force  and 
that  the  resisting  powers  of  our  Allies 
have  increased.  It  is  difficult  not  to 
believe  that  the  enemy  has  not  put  forth 
In  thle  field  the  maximum  effort  of 
which  he  Is  capable.  His  object  in  this 
campaign  was  in  part  to  punish  Rou- 
manla, but  largely  also  to  win  a  success 
that  might.. afford  a  pretext  for  launch- 
ing peace  proposals.  The  rejection  of 
his  vague  suggestions  has  been  followed 
by  military  reverses  In  the  field  where 
he  hoped  for  complete  triumph. 

On  the  Western  .front  our  troops  con- 
tinue the  aggressive  and  with  success. 
The  recent  capture  of  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal defences  of  Bapaume,  in  view  of 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  seems  to 
Indicate  that  the  Germans  are  not  able 
to  put  up  a  stout  resistance  In  that  field.

Professor  George  M.  Wrong,  of  the 
Toronto  University,  read  a  paper  before 
the  American  Historical  Association  in 
'  Washington.  O.C.,  which  was  ufterwardn 
published  In  The  American  Historical 
Review  and  has  since  been  reprinted  in 
pamphlet  form  .His  subject  Is  "The 
Urowth  of  Nationalism  Within  the  Brit- 
ish Kmplre."  Like  the  other  produc- 
tions of  his  pen,  this  one  is  character- 
ised toy  clearness  and  moderation,  and 
he  avoids  dogmatising,  a  fault  which 
mars  the  work  of  so  many  writers  who 
essay  to  deal  with  Imperial  problems. 
Professor  Wrong,  having  Intended  his 
paper  for  an  American  audience,  is  nat- 
urally more  elementary  In  his  treat- 
ment of  his  subject  than  he  would  have 
been  If  he  had  been  addressing  Can- 
adians, and  we  shall  therefore  not  re- 
view his  references  to  the  past,  but  in 
what  comments  we  shall  make  shall 
confine  ourselves  to  whst  he  says  about 
the  present  and   future. 

"I  ehall  not  for  the  moment  try. to 
define  nationalism."  says  the  learned 
professor,  and  he  had  completed  his  pa- 
per before  he  arrived  at  a  point  where 
he  could  give  such  a  definition,  which 
Is  Just  as  wall,  for  H  eludes  definition. 
We  are  not  quite  sure  what  he  means 
by  It,  but  think  it  is  the  tendency  of 
the  self-governing'  Dominions  to  bo- 
come  truly  national,  although  remaining 
within  the  Kmplre.  He  sees  much  that 
Is  paradoxical  In  the  working  out  of 
thle  Idea, .  but  he  employs  these  very 
comfortable  words:  "The  growth  of 
the  new  nationalism  In  the  British  Km- 
plre la  Just  the  growth  of  liberty." 
which  Is  something  of  which  his  Ameri- 
can auditors  needed  to  be  told  and  of 
which  the  Round  Table  group  of  im- 
perialists need  to  be  reminded.  Pro- 
fessor Wrong  has  no  fear  that  each 
plans  or  any  others  will  disrupt  the 
Kmplre,  for  he  says: 

The  union  wilt  not  and.  The  long 
growth  Of  liberty  has  brought  forth 
something  stable.  l>eep  In  the  souls 
of  the  British  peoples  there  are  com- 
mon aspirations  and  resolves.  Though 
the  Mouth  African  War  might  hare 
taught  us  otherwise,  two  years  ago 
many  only  honed  that  this  was  true. 
Two  years  ago  it  was  oommon  to  hear 
a  discussion  off  (he  extent  to  which 
Canada  would  take  part  In  wars  in 
which  Britain  might  baoonie  Involve*. 
When  the  rssl  shock  came  It  wss 
found  that  no  one  oared  for  a  nicely 
balanced  measure  of  mora  or  leas,  it 
became  clear  that  unconsciously  the 
British  peonies  toad  pledged  their  all 
to  each  other  and  thai  tho  family  of 
nations  was  resolved  to  stand  or  fall 
togsther.  Kino*  then  many  a  blood- 
stained battlefield  has  toes*  witness  to 
the  stern  gravity  of  this  •pledge.  War 
has  blown  sway  mists  of  disunion. 
It  tons  shewn  a  reality  in  the  spiritual 
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unity    of — the,  Bruisn 

mokes  it  a  great  fores  of  nature. 

Holding  these  views,  we  are  not  sur- 
prised to  find  Mr.  Wrong  unable  to  ac- 
cept In  full  the  Idea  of  the  Round  Table 
group,  and  that  he  retain*  an  open  mind 
In  respect  to  the  future  constitution 
of  the  Kmplre.  The  group  referred  to, 
and  we  spoke  freely  of  its  views  In  our 
references  to  two  books  written  by  Mr. 
Lionel  Curtis,  approaches  the  subject 
of  Imperial  Hoi  id  incut  Ion  from  a  stand- 
point largely  based  upon  the  observa- 
tions of  men  prominent  In  South  Africa. 
Their  ldess  ore  In  many  respects  the 
vvy  antithesis  of  those  of  the  Toronto 
professor.  They  would  keep  the  Km- 
plre together  by  "scraps  of  paper."  and 
fail  to  realise  the  part  that  liberty  has 
played  and  is  now  playing  in  creating 
and  maintaining  the  most  surprising 
political  fabric  the  world  has  ever 
known.  We  think  our  readers  will  be 
glad  to  read  this  paragraph  with  which 
Professor  Wrong  concludes  his  very  ad- 
mirable  paper: 

The  British  Kmplre  has  learned 
something  from  Its  misfortunes.  White 
the  building  process  waa  going  on.  not 
much  thought  was  given  to  the  deeper 
meaning  of  the  whole.  Such  an  Inter- 
pretation needs  profound  study  and  so 
almost  inspired  insight.  It  is  not  safe 
to  take  the  writings  of  even  a  gener- 
ation ago  as  In  any  wuy  adequate  to 
the  thought  of  today.  The  Kmplre 
was  not,  as  it  has  been  foolishly  ex- 
pressed, created  in  a  fit  of  absent- 
mindedness,  but  rather  was  created  by 
a  people  too  intent  upon  action  to  re- 
alise the  full  meaning  of  what  they 
were  doing.  Today  It  stands  a  com- 
plex fabric.  It  Is  American  as  well 
as  Kuropean,  of  the  East  as  well  as  of 
the  West.  There  is  to  be  an  eternal 
rejuvenescence  of  the  old  by  contact 
and  co-operation  with  the  young,  a 
steadying  of  the  young  by  the  maturer 
wisdom  and  culture  of  the  old.  This 
Kmplre,  Itself  the  product  of  no  far- 
seeing  design  but  only  a  natural 
growth,  has  no  aim  further  to  enlarge 
its  borders.  It  is  already  vast  beyond 
precedent  and  to  develop  Its  own  re- 
sources, cure  its  own  defects,  and  en- 
large the  happiness  of  its  members 
will  furnish  to  it  tasks  for  all  ths 
centuries  to  come.  Its  best  spirits  aim' 
at  no  racial  supremacy.  They  believe 
in  the  stability  which  comes  through 
liberty.  Cynics  will  say  that  only 
dreamers  can  hope  In  such  a  plan. 
But  this  promise  for  the  future  is,  in 
truth,  less  wonderful  then  what  has 
already  been  achieved  in  bringing  so 
many  lands  under  a  single  sovereignty. 
At  any  rate  the  British  Empire  has 
some  vital  import  for  mankind  as  a 
whole.  It  is  not  to  be  spoken  of  in 
any  note  of  exultation  in  its  power  or 
greatness  but  rather  in  terms  of  Its 
responsibilities  and  duties. 


■  DOBOBBITB*  B Y-BLBCTIOM 


M.  Luelen  Cannon  is  the  official  Lib- 
eral candidate  In  the  Dorchester  County 
by-election.  His  policy  Is  that  Canadians 
should  not  ruin  their  country  to  aid  Eng- 
land. Because  of  his  views  In  this  direc- 
tion he  is  opposed  to  National  Service. 
A  dispatch   from   Ottawa  indicates   that 
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pressure  is  being  brought  to  bear  on  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurler  to  exert  his  well-known 
Influence  in  Quebec  to  induce  M.  Cannon 
to  withdraw  from  the  contest.  It  Is 
hardly  supposable  that  the  Liberal 
leader  will  allow  his  party  to  bear  the 
odium  attached  to  the  utterances  of  Its 
candidate  which  are  so  diametrically  op- 
posed to  the  sentiment  of  the  great  bulk 
of  the  people  of  Canada. 

Tho  report  that  the  Issues  at  stake 
this  by-election  may  be  those  in  a  na- 
tional election.  If  such  should  ensue.  Is 
a  consideration  of  tho  gravest  character. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  what  Is  happen- 
ing In  Dorchester  County  will  be  remem- 
bered by  all  Canadians  who  are  deter- 
mined that  the  thousands  of  their  fel- 
low-countrymen who  have  given  their 
lives  In  the  defence  of  liberty  shall  not 
have  made  their  sacrifice  in  vain.  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurler,  who  wus  Instrumental 
In  bringing  M.  Cannon  out,  If  he  Is  well 
advised,  will  repudiate  the  utterances 
of  his  party's  candidate  before  it  is  too 
late.  The  Dominion,  no  less  than  Great 
Britain,  Is  fighting  In  this  war  "for  all 
wo  have  and  are.''  Sentiments  such  as 
M.  Cannon  has  enunciated  wilt  find  no 
echo  outtdde  the  Nationalist  party  and 
those  who  secretly  support  M.  Bourassa. 

The  Issue  in  Dorchester  County  raised 
by  the  Liberal  candidate  is  one  fraught 
with  gravity.  If  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler 
takes  no  steps  to  counteract  the  Impres- 
sion that  has  gone  abroad,  it  will  be 
difficult  to  avoid  coming  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  he  Is  more  concerned  about 
political  support  In  Quebec  than  he  is 
about  the  one  thing  which  really  mat- 
ters at  this  Juncture,  namely,  the  win- 
ning of  the  war.

As  the  contract  with  the  Canadian 
Pacific  for  the  delivery  of  malls  to  the 
Gulf  Islands  Is  about  to  expire,  very 
considerable  Interest  attaches  to  what 
the  new  arrangement  will  be.  It  is  un- 
derstood that  the  railway  company  is 
not  at  all  desirous  of  renewing  Its  con- 
tract. This  service  Is  s  difficult  one  to 
supply  In  a  way  that  will  meet  the 
wishes  of  the  Inlanders  and  at  the  same 
time  be  profitable  to  the  operators.  A 
number  of  factors  contribute  to  the 
difficulty.  Ths  settlements  are  Isolated 
in  many  Instances  and  It  is  almost  out 
of  the  question  to  give  them  a  service 
with  the  sort  of  vessel  required  on  the 
routs  as  a  whole.  The  distance  to  be 
covered  amounts  In  ths  aggregate  to 
very  considerable.  The  residents  wish 
to  do  business  both  In  Victoria  and 
Vancouver,  and  not  unnaturally  Xanal- 
mo  would  like  some  of  thslr  trade.  On 
the  other  hand,  th/  Vict  or  la- Vancouver 
daily  ferry  eaa  be  relied  on  to  a  limit- 
ed extoat  to  serve  some  of  ths  Islanders, 
and  the  dally  ferry  from  Vancouver  to 
Nanalaao  would  be  able  to  give  a  de- 
sired access  to  the  former  city  If  the 
residents  on  -tho  Islands  could  be  as* 
sured  or  regular  connection  at  NsnaUne. 
Then  wo  have  two  linos  of  railway  bow 
operating  out  of  Victoria  snd  a  third 
one  very  shortly  to  toe  Inaugurated,  aver 
which  on  the  fare  af.  ttolaga  It  seorns 
as   If  tho  trade  between   ttols  city  and 


soaoo  a  ■tassasr  In 
commission  to  ply  from  Victoria  to  Na- 
naimo,  connecting  at  the  latter  point 
with  ths  ferry  to  Vancouver,  end  cell- 
ing st  as  many  of  the  points  on  ths 
Island  as  possible  On  ths  face  of  It 
this  seems  like  a  sensible  arrangement. 
and  we  would  feel  like  advocating  It 
very  strongly.  If  no  satisfactory  ar- 
rangements can  too  made  with  one  or  the 
other  of  the  railway  companies  having 
lines  oa  the  Baanich  Peninsula. 

Wo  have  beard  a  suggestion  that  the 
carriage  ot  the  mails  shall  be  entrusted 
to  a  small  craft,  but  we  protest  sgslnst 
any  vessel  receiving  a  subsidy  for  the 
Islands  route  unless  It  is  fully  sea- 
worthy snd  Is  capable  of  meeting  the 
reasonable  requirements   of    the    public.

IN  LIGHTER  VEIN

The  Speech  from  the  Throne  at  tho 
opening  of  Parliament  yesterday  con- 
tained no  promise  of  future  legislation 
except  in  very  general  terms,  but  it  Is 
very  improbable  that  the  session  will 
pass  without  some  messuros  of  import- 
ance being  brought  down.  All  doubts 
have  been  set  at  rest  as  to  the  attitude 
of  the  Government  towards  the  exten- 
sion of  the  life  of  Parliament,  for  the 
Speech  distinctly  states  that  a  measure 
having  that  object  In  view  will  be  sub- 
mitted.' The  outcome  will  therefore  de- 
pend wholly  upon  the  attitude  of  the 
Liberals.  We  think  the  decision  not  to 
hold  an  election  if  one  can  be  avoided 
a  very  sound  one.  The  reference  to  this 
matter  in  the  Speech  seems  to  bo  In- 
dicative of  an  agreement  with  the  Lib- 
erals. There  is  not  likely  to  be  sny 
prolonged  uncertainty  on  the  subject, 
for  when  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  speaks  on 
Monday  he  will  almost  certainly  define 
the  position  which  his  party  will  take. 

This  year  will  witness  the  Jubilee  of 
Confederation.  We  think  the  decision 
not  to  allow  the  occasion  to  pass  with- 
out some  suitable  recognition  a  good 
one,  but  necessarily  nothing  very  elabor- 
ate can  be  attempted  under  existing 
conditions. 

The  Speech,  as  will  be  seen  on  read- 
ing, is  taken  up  very  largely  with  refer- 
ences to  the  war  and  to  the  part  Can- 
ada has  played  and  will  continue  to 
play  in  it.  The  language  employed  well 
expresses  the  sentiments  of  the  people 
of  the  Dominion,  who  stand  ready  to 
do  their  share  in  the  defence  of  human 
liberty.

We  have  taken  occasion  hitherto  to 
speak  of  the  great  usefulness  of  the 
annual  statements  of  our  bank  presi- 
dents and  chief  officials  in  creating  a 
"sane  and  safe"  public  opinion  in  Can- 
ada in  relation  to  business  and  finance. 
Today  we  print  the  addresses  delivered 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Royal 
Bank  of  Canada  and  commend  them  to 
the  perusal  of  all  business  men  and 
others  who  aim  at  reaching  a  correct 
outlook.  The  remarks  of  the  President, 
Sir  Herbert  Holt,  and  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Mr.  K.  L.  Pease,  clearly  show  that 
the  policy  of  the  bank  Is  being  directed 
towards  preparedness  for  the  period  of 
readjustment  that  must  follow  the  war. 
When  there  ceases  to  be  a  demand  for 
ths  products  of  factories  now  turning 
out  war  material,  when  the  great  army 
of  munition  workers  finds  Itself  con- 
fronted with  the  necessity  of  discover- 
ing new  employment,  and  when  dis- 
banded troops  become  competitors  in 
civil  occupations,  it  is  evident  that  a 
great  deal  of  difficulty  will  be  encoun- 
tered in  keeping  up  the  prosperity  of 
the  country  to  anything  like  the  stan- 
dard It  has  recently  attained,  but  Sir 
Herbert  Holt  Is  confident  that  this  situ- 
ation will  be  materially  assisted  by  the 
demand  for  Canadian  products  of  all 
kinds,  which  the  rehabilitation  of  Ku- 
rope  will  create.  As  proof  of  the  ability 
of  Canadian  business  to  withstand  any 
strain  likely  to  bo  put  upon  it  by  the 
cessation  of  hostilities,  ho  mentions  that 
the  assets  of  Canadian  banks  increased 
last  year  by  nearly  $260,000,000. 

Mr.  Pease  speaks  of  the  prosperity  of 
the  Dominion  last  year  as  "marvellous," 
snd  he  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Canada  passed  out  of  the  debtor  class  In 
1916  and  began  to  finance  her  own  loans 
at  home,  and  also  to  lend  money  to 
the  Mother  Country;  and  to  the  great 
Increase  in  the  wealth  of  the  Dominion; 
but  through  his  remarks,  as  through 
those  of  the  President,  there  runs  a 
steady  note  of  caution,  a  warning  to 
the  Canadian  people  to  be  ready  for  the 
return   of  peace.

8lr, — In  your  review  of  the  Toronto 
paper,  "India  and  Canada,"  In  this 
mornings  Colonist,  with  much  of  which 
I  am  in  full  accord,  some  statements 
are  made  which  call  for  additional  com- 
meut. 

You  state  that  ths  East  Indian  In  this 
country  hss  not  much  to  complain  of 
except  that  tbey  ore  not  permitted  to 
have  their  wives  and  children  with 
them.  This  Is,  of  course,  their  ggisfi 
grievance,  as  this  privilege  is  enjoyed 
by  others  who  are  not  British  sub- 
jects. When  It  Is  remembered  that 
many  ot  these  men  have  brothers  and 
relatives  lighting  our  bsttles  st  the 
front,  of  whom  many  have  there  made 
the  supreme  sacrifice,  can  they  be 
blamed  feeling  deeply  and  sorely  the 
fact  that  Chinese  snd  Japanese,  r  ho 
have  no  claim  on  the  Bntiab  nation,  en- 
Joy  privileged  In  this  country  that  ore 
denied  to  them?  If  we  ourselves  were 
similarly  placed,  having  no  form  of 
home  lite,  we  too  would  feel  this  to 
be  a  real  >.ni  soie  grievance.  Common 
Justice,  as  well  as  the  unity  and  peace 
of  the' Empire,  demands  thst  this  source 
of  irritation  be  removed  at  the  earliest 
possible  date 

But  there  is  the  fnither  grievance, 
that  while  the  Chinese  and  Japanese 
can  come  to  this  country  in  limited 
numbers,  under  a  regu'ar  Immigration 
lew,  the  East  Indian  *s  practically  ex- 
cluded by  the  the  continuous  passage 
clause.  This,  however,  can  be  dealt 
with  when  our  country  frames  a  new 
and  better  Immigration  policy  than  now 
exists,  which  will  likely  be  done  at 
the  close  of  the  war,  but  the  former 
requires    lmmedU-o   attention. 

Those  most  Interested  in  the  welfare 
of  these  people  are  frequently  charged 
with  wanting  the  gates  opened  so  wide- 
ly tl  at  this  count -y  would  be  Hooded 
v  Ita  Orientals.  ThU  Is  manifestly  un- 
fair, for  neither  the  Hindus,  nor  their 
f»ie.»:da,  nor  the  Indli.i  Government  de- 
siren  that.  All  that  is  desired  is  that 
the  unfair  discrim' nation  that  now  ex- 
ists against  them  nc  removed.  Surely 
tnls  Is  reasonable  and  rltfht.

The  Cumberland  City  Council  la  ask- 
ing the  Provincial  Government  to  give 
It  the  power  to  levy  a  poll  tax  of  |2 
on  each  adult  man  living  within  tho 
Cumberland  school  district  to  relievo 
the  debt  pressure  on  the  maintenance  of 
the  Cumberland  public  school. '  in  a 
formal  resolution  passed  this  week  the 
Council  gives  Its  reasona:  "The  City 
or  Cumberland  haa  a  taxable  area  of 
only  forty-two  acres,  and  In  order  to 
meet  the  current  expenditure  It  la  neces- 
sary to  levy  a  tax  rate  of  t*  mills  and, 
contrary  to  the  Municipal  Act,  to  as- 
sess ell  Improvements  as  well  as  real 
estate  at  Its  full  valuation.  The  pupils 
attending  the  Cumberland  school  come 
from  a  radius  .of  two  and  one-halt 
miles  from  the  centre  snd  outside  the 
city.  Because  of  this  it  has  been  neces- 
sary for  the  Department  of  Education 
to  aid  the  school  by  giving  a  special 
grant  of  $10  a  month  for  each  teacher. 
In  addition  to  paying  the  cost  of  the 
schools.  In  the  area  mentioned  there 
are  at  least  1.J00  male  rtr'^nnt*,  1,000 
of  whom  psy  no  taxes  whatever.  The 
money  obtained  from  a  poll  tax  of  $3 
on  each  of  these  males  would  bring  the 
necessary  financial  relief  to  tho  Depart- 
ment of  Education  as  well  so  the  city." 
The  resolution  has  been  sent  to  Premier 
Brewster,  the  Hon.  Dr.  McLean,  Minis- 
ter of  Education,  and  Mr.  Hugh  Stew- 
art. The  Cumberland  Liberal  and  Con- 
servative Associations  have  been  usked 
to  endorse  the  proposal.

While  la  Vancouver 
he  Inspected  the  231st  Battalion,  and  he 
Was  in  New  Westminster  to  see  the  sec- 
ond overaeaa  draft  of  the  226th  Bat- 
talion. Kootenay  Mountaineers,  depart 
eastward. 

•Col.  Duff-Stuart  says  there  Is  little 
possibility  of  the  Mist  Battalion  go- 
to* away  in  drafts.  The  understanding 
has  been  right  along  that  the  unit 
should  go  verseas  Intact,  and  while  a 
number  of  other  battalions  wlU  be  sub- 
ject to  the  new  regulations  and  per- 
mitted to  send  only  a  company  at  a. 
time,  the  status  of  the  Mist  will  not 
be  altered.  Its  strength  is  now  close 
to  the  ISO  mark,  and  It  should  be  ready 
for  overseas  service  within  a  short 
Ume,  an  energetic  campaign  having 
been  launched  to  secure  the  requisite 
number  of  recruits. 

Under  Lieut. -Col.  Leach,  the  191st 
Battalion.  Seeforth  Highlanders,  waa 
authorised  to  enroll  men  some  ten 
months  ago.  During  the  Bummer 
months,  it  will  be  remembered,  the 
Mist  shared  Sidney  Camp  with  the 
143rd  Battalion  and  the  Yukon  Company. 

Practically  all  of  the  strength  of  the 
Kith  Battalion  Is  now  on  its  way  to 
England.  Pursuant  to  the  policy  of 
dispatching  overseas  units  as  reinforce- 
ment drafts,  this  battalion,  which  Went 
to  Now  Westminster  last  Pall  from  the 
Upper  Country  with  a  strength  of  over 
TOO,  has '  left  the  Coast  In  two  main 
drafts,  the  first  having  gone  some 
weeks  ago,  while  the  second  said  good- 
bye to  British  Columbia  only  this  week. 
1  Several  officers  and  170  men  have  been 
left  In  New  Westminster,  Including 
Lieut-Col.  McKay,  the  officer  command- 
ing: Capt  Haynes  and  Capt  H.  B. 
Barnes,  who  acted  as  adjutant  The 
men  will  probably  be  drafted  to  other 
overseas  units,  while  there  are  a  few 
Who  win  be  discharged  as  medically 
unfit.

O.C.,  states  that  the  Can- 
adian Army  Service  Corps  Is  still  re- 
recrultlng  for  overseas  reinforcements, 
and  good  horses  and  men — especially 
those  capable  of  doing  mechanical  work 
—are  required. 

A  number  of  farriers,  wheelers,  bakers 
and  cooks  can  be  taken  on. 

Men  desirous  of  Joining  the  Army  Ser- 
vice Corps  reinforcements  for  overseas 
must,  of  course,  pass  the  necessary 
medical  and  physical  tests  as  prescribed 
in  the  regulations. 

One  of  the  many  advantages  of  Joining 
this  branch  of  the  service  Is  the  rapid- 
ity with  which  men  are  being  moved 
overseas.  Last  week  a  draft  of  100  laft 
for  Winnipeg.  7s  of  whom  were  selected 
to  !•»▼•  the  prairie  metropolis  yesterday 
to  connect  up  with  other  drafts  on  route 
to  the  Old  Country.  The  balance  of  the 
draft  of  100  will  be  detained  in  Winni- 
peg for  two  or  three  weeks  In  training 
and  then  sent  forward.  Moat  of  those 
who  ware  detained  were  mechanics,  and 
they  are  now  being  used  at  the  depot 
for  a  short  time.

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M  SHARE  IN  WAR 


Col.  A,  Mignault  Finds  That 
British  Columbia  Is  Doing 
Her  Duty — Tells  of  Hospi- 
tals' Achievement  in  France. 


After  spending  two  years  in  the  war 
zone  of  France  in  command  of  the  two 
Canadian  Red  Cross  hospitals  In  Parts. 
Colonel  Arthur  Mignault  arrived  in  Vic- 
toria yesterday  in  the  course  of  a  tour 
through  Canada  in  the  interests  of  re- 
cruiting French-Canadians. 

"British  Columbia  has  done  wonder- 
fully well  in  the  war."  said  Col.  Mig- 
nault to  The  Colonist.  "All  ber  people 
should  be  proud  of  her  recruiting  re- 
cord, and  I  am  glad  to  find  that  of  what 
French-Canadians  there  were  in  this 
Province  a  very  large  proportion  has 
answered  the  call  to  arms  with  promp- 
titude and  courage  equal  to  that  of 
any  other  class  of  residents." 

After  consultation  with  Col.  J.  Duff- 
Stuart,  the  D.O.C.,  Col.  Mignault  learn- 
ed that  there  was  no  need  to  appeal  to 
the  French-Canadians  in  British  Colum- 
bia, as  they  had  already  done  their 
share.  He  left  by  last  night's  boat  for 
the  Mainland  and  will  go  eastward  from 
there,  stopping  at  several  cities  on  the 
way  to  Investigate  the  recruiting  situ- 
ation. He  will  establish  a  special  de- 
pot in  Edmonton  for  the  enlistment  of 
French-Canadians  of  that  district  and 
when  he  reaches  the  East  will  begin  to 
organise  stations  throughout  the  pro- 
vince of  Quebec.  The  men  signed  on 
will  be  kept  together  as  much  as  pos- 
sible and  will  go  overseas  independent 
of  any  Canadian  unit.  They  will  be- 
come attached  to  various  battalions  In 
England  and  efforts  will  be  made  to 
have  the  majority  go  to  the  old  French- 
Canadian  units,  as  such  an  arrange- 
ment will  undoubtedly  be  the  moat 
popular  with  the  recruits  themselves. 
The  knowledge  that  French-Canadians 
will  be  able  to  fight  side  by  side.  Col. 
Mignault  believes,  will  Inspire  the 
Frenchmen  of  Quebec  and  other  por- 
tions of  Canada  to  enlist  in  much 
greater  numbers  than  previously.  Aa  to 
the  recruiting  In  Quebec  generally,  he 
declares  that  there  has  been  a  tremen- 
dous Improvement,  and  the  French  peo- 
ple 'who  do  enlist  In  Canada  are  Just  as 
effective  fighting  men  aa  any. 
Hospital  XSTloianow 

Col.  Mignault  has  nothing  but  super- 
lative praise  for  the  work  and  effi- 
ciency of  the  Canadian  hospitals  in 
France  and  England.  "It  is  splendid  to 
know  what  Canada  has  done  for  the 
wounded,"  he  said.  "Out  here,  thou- 
sands of  miles  from  the  fighting,  it  is 
difficult  to  appreciate  what  has  been 
done  and  what  is  being  done.  In  Paris, 
where  one  can  hear  day  and  night  the 
boom  of  cannon  and  on  every  hand  see 
men  who  have  been  through  their  or- 
deal at  the  front.  It  Is  not  so  hard  to 
realise  our  country's  achievement.  It  la 
brought  home  to  us,  and  It  Is  thrilling. 

"The  people  of  Victoria  need  have  no 
doubt  as  to  the  excellence  of  Red  Cross 
organisation  in  France,"  he  continued, 
"and  I  can  say  that  every  little  thing 
that  is  sent  from  here  for  the  comfort 
of  the  wounded  reaches  Its  proper  des- 
tination and  is  used  In  a  manner  that 
will  make  It  give  the  maximum  of 
value.  The  hospitals  are  wonderful  In 
themselves  and  the  work  of  the  medical 
service  entirely  beyond  the  comprehen- 
sion of  one  who  has  not  been  able  to 
Judge  for  himself. 

"All  of  your  people  may  not  know 
that  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  hospitals 
sre  helpful  to  the  French  as  much  as 
they  are  to  the  Canadians  and  the  Eng- 
lish Tommies.  Canada's  generosity  is 
distributed  among  the  Allies  where  It  Is 
most  needed  and  I  can  say  that  there  is 
no  lack  of  appreciation  for  the  work 
that  we  have  done.  While  I  waa  with 
the  hospitals  for  two  years  and  handled 
every  kind  of  case  during  that  time 
never  did  I  hear  a  single  complaint  of 
the  treatment  accorded  the  wounded. 

"But  Canadians  must  not  forget  that 
the  war  la  by  no  meana  finished,  and  the 
work  of  the  hospitals  must  not  relax. 
Canada's  duty  In  this  respect  Is  aa  im- 
portant now  as  It  ever  was,  and  I  am 
happy  to  hear  that  here  In  Victoria  you 
arc  organising  new  branches  of  the  Red 
Cross.  No  matter  what  other  cause 
may  arise  to  command  our  thought,  we 
must  never  forget  the  wounded  man." 
▼ial ted   Tardus   Area 

Col.  Mignault  while  in  France  had 
fuU  access  at  any  time  to  the  front 
lines.  He  visited  the  Verdun  area  no 
less  than  ten  times,  once  or  twice  ac- 
companying Col.  Hodgatts,  commis- 
sioner of  the  Canadian  Red  Cross.  He 
also  witnessed  the  fighting  In  the  Cham- 
pagne country  and  in  ons  region  waa  in 
the  trenches  actually  nine  feet  away 
from  the  Germans.  He  Just  missed  the 
big  stuck  at  Fort  Douamont,  although 
he  waa  a  distant  spectator  df  a  hand- 
to-hand  conflict  between  the  French  and 
Germans  in  one  sector,  both  sides  at- 
tacking at  the  same  time  and  meeting 
each  other  In  the  centre  of  "No  Man's 
Land." 

"Verdun  will  never  be  taken,"  declared 
the  Colonel  emphatically.  "No  matter 
what  is  to  come,  Verdun  will  always 
remain  the  great  thing  In  this  war." 

As  to  the  military  situation  on  the 
Western  front.  CoL  Mignault  said  he 
realised  that  the  Allies  had  a  hard 
struggle  shead  of  them.  The  Allies' 
organisation  waa  perfect  and  their  for- 
ces powerful,  but  there  waa  no  reason 
to  believe  that  the  Germans  were  not 
also.  Only  in  the  air  service  waa  the 
superiority  of  the  Allies  really  marked. 
"It  la  a  long  hill  that  we  must  climb." 
he  said,  "but  of  course  we  shall  climb 
It  In  the  end." 

Col.  Mignault  said  he  had  from  the 
beginning  made  a  serious  study  of  the 
peace  proposals  snd  the  probable  mo- 
tives  which   prompted  their  dispatch. 

"I  am  only  stating  my  personal  ba- 
iler* he  said  "when  I  aay  that  I  think 
they  are  the  beginning  of  the  end,  al- 
though the  end  is  still  distant.  I  have 
had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  what  ter- 
rible looses  are  being  sustained  by 
both  aides  and  It  cannot  go  on  forever. 
In  the  meantime  wo  aaad  mora  men; 
ws  cannot  have  too  many.  Even 
though  she  has  already  dona  much. 
Canada  must  do  mora.**

Col.  Mignault  was  practicing  medi- 
cine at  Montreal  when  the  war  began. 
When  Canada  decided  to  send  two  hos- 
pitals to  France  ho  was  chosen  to  go 
In  command,  since  he  waa  not  only  a 
capable  medical  authority,  but  also 
conversant  in  the  two  languages.  He 
went  to  the  front  early  in  ItlB  and 
was  In  command  of  Na.  6  and  No.  8 
Canadian  Red  Cross  Hospitals  from 
that  time  until  November  last,  whan 
he  was  given  special  leave  and  author- 
ised to  tour  Canada  In  the  cause  men- 
tioned. He  intends  to  be  in  Canada 
about  a  month  longer  and  then  hopes 
to  get  back  to  France  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible and  resume  command  of  tho  hos- 
pitals. 


CAMPAIGNERS  HOLD 


Old  Board  of  Officers  Is  Re- 
Elected  for  Another  Term — 
President  Boggs  Reviews 
the  Year's  Work, 


At  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the 
British  Campaigners'  Association  on 
Thursday  the  old  board  of  officers  was 
re-elected  for  another  term  as  follows: 
President,  Mr.  Beaumont  Boggs;  vice- 
president,  Mr.  E.  C.  B.  Bagshawe;  sec- 
retary-treasurer. Mr.  W.  J.  Edwardes; 
executive.  Messrs  J.  J.  Cooksley,  J.  A. 
Andrew,  D.  H.  Macdowall,  E.  B.  Hal- 
sail,  J.  G.  Brown  and  8.  Pomery;  aud- 
itors, Mr.  D.  H.  Macdowall  and  Captain 
W.  J.  Rant. 

There  was  a  very  small  attendance, 
and  Mr.  Boggs  suggested  weighing  the 
advisability  for  some  action  to  bo  tak- 
en to  Join  forces,  possibly  with  some 
other  organisation  which  might  have 
greater  powers  for  activity,  as  de- 
manded by  the  added  responsibility 
when  the  large  numbers  began  to  ar- 
rive from  the  battle  fronts. 

Mr.  Bagshawe  was  In  favor  of  al- 
lowing the  matter  of  amalgamation 
with  another  body  to  stand  over  until 
the  men  belonging  to  the  Campaigners' 
Association  returned  to  the  city.  He 
agreed  that  the  changed  conditions 
that  will  inevitably  follow  after  the 
cessation  of  hostilities  will  demand  a 
number  of  alterations  relative  to  the 
ideas  on  which  institutions  like  the 
association   are   conducted. 

A  resolution  to  defer  action  indefin- 
itely was  unanimously  passed.  At  the 
Invitation  of  the  association.  Mr.  H.  W. 
Hart,  secretary  of  the  Returned  Sol- 
diers' Association,  attended  the  meet- 
ing and  outlined  the  work  his  associa- 
tion was  accomplishing.  He  depreci- 
ated the  present  indifference  shown  to 
the  women  left  behind  by  the  soldiers 
who  have  gone  to  the  front,  aaylng  in 
this   connection: 

"There  are  hundreds  of  wives  today, 
doing  their  utmost  to  strugle  along  on 
the  small  pension  granted  to  them  on 
the  loss  of  the  breadwinner  during  the 
South  African  war.  They  are  Just  aa 
brave  aa  those  who  are  getting  the 
bigger  beneflta  of  the  patriotic  funds 
today.  The  pensions  are  too  small, 
and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  only 
way  to  prevent  a  great  deal  of  In- 
justice to  those  brave  women  who  to- 
day are  giving  their  husbands  and 
sons  for  the  great  cause,  is  to  see  to 
It  that  a  great  fund  Is  created  through- 
out the  Dominion  of  Canada  to  be  de- 
voted entirely  to  the  women  who  are 
helpless." 

President's  Beport 

Mr.  Boggs  presented  his  report  cov- 
ering tho  work  of  the  past  year  by  the 
British  Campaigners'  Association,  as 
follows: 

"Gentlemen, — At  this  our  annual 
meeting  you  will  like  to  hear  of  the 
work  of  our  association  during  tho 
past  year,  during  which  period  eight 
regular  monthly  meetings  have  been 
held,  but  only  one  executive  meeting. 
It  can  hardly  be  expected  that  an  as- 
sociation such  'as  ours  would  be  able 
to  have   well-attended   meetings  during 
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a  time  like  this;  In  fact  we  would  be 
very  much  ashamed  of  our  members  If 
a  sufficient  number  remained  away 
from  the  fighting  line.  Out  of  some 
300  members  on  our  books,  I  should 
estimate  that  at  the  present  time  there 
are  hardly  more  than  a  score  remain- 
ing In  Victoria,  the  othera  having  an- 
swered the  call  of  the  empire  at  tho 
outbreak  of  the  war.  It  has  been  most 
difficult  to  keep  in  touch  with  those 
who  who  have  gone  overseas,  and  In 
fact  we  hardly  can  tell  where  and  with 
what  units  our  members  have  gone, 
but  it  Is  safe  to  say  they  are  one  and 
all  doing  their  best  at  the  front.  If 
they  are  above  ground.  Some  of  our 
members  have  won  honors,  some  have 
been  wounded,  and,  I  am  happy  to  aay, 
we  have  been  able  to  welcome  back 
for  a  short  time  Lieut.  Wlnkel,  of  the 
1st  Pioneers,  and  Sergt.  W.  C.  Warren, 
2nd  Canadian  Mounted  Rifles.  We  have 
also  with  us  once  again  Mr.  G.  Buckln, 
who  was  with  the  Royal  Field  Artilery 
at  the  Gallipoll  peninsula.  We  have 
thrown  our  association  open  to  all 
ranks  of  officers,  non-commlsloned  of- 
ficers and  men  who  have  seen  service, 
with  full  privileges,  to  the  end  of  tho 
war,   free. 

"I  regret  to  record  the  death  of  one 
of  our  older  members,  In  the  person  of 
C.  Moore,  who  was  paymaster  of  Gor- 
don's Green  Turbans,  in  the  Chinese 
war.

APPROVES  EXPENDITURES 


The  Executive  Council  yesterday  af- 
ternoon approved  of  a  recommendation 
to  authorise  the  payment  of  174,145  to 
the  P.Q.tt.  Railway  Company  for  eon- 
Mtruction  Work  carried  out  in  November 
as  shown  by  the  progress  estimates  of 
the  engineers.  Two  payments  of  11,714 
and  11,840  to  the  Burrard  Peninsula 
Sewerage  Board  were  authorised. 

It  waa  also  recommended  that  the  sum 
of  111,434  charged  as  Interest  against 
Mrs.  Atkins  in  respect  of  lands  pur- 
chased  be  not  ezacted.  The  transaction 
occurred  some  years  ago,  when  Mrs. 
Atkins  purchased  lands  from  the  Gov- 
ernment. Investigation  shows  that  then 
she  offered  to  pay  the  full  amount  of 
the  purchase  money,  but  owing  to  some 
misapprehension  on  the  part  of  the  De- 
partment the  money  tendered  waa  re- 
fused on  the  grounds  that  the  lands 
were  covered  by  a  reserve.  Later  it  waa 
discovered  that  such  was  not  the  case, 
and  it  Is  now  held  that  she  should  not 
ha  charged  up  with  Interest  on  the 
principal  sum  which  she  was  willing  to 
pay  then.

Street  Improvements  for  Sev- 
eral Outlying  Districts  to  Meet 
Winter  Conditions — 'More 
Sewer  Accommodations. 


There  are  to  be  quite  a  number  of 
small  sidewalk  improvements  in  the 
outlying  district,  within  the  city  limits 
during  the  next  couple  of  weeks,  ac- 
cording to  the  decision  of  the  streets 
committee  of  the  City  Council  yester- 
day. 

"X  think  It  ie  about  time  that  we  had 
a  two-plank  walk  put  down  on  Jones 
Street  between  Cook  and  Montrose 
▲venue,  as  we  can  now  get  to  the  car 
only  by  stumbling  over  boulders  and 
rough  ground,"  Mr.  R.  Talt,  of  SI*  To- 
pes Avenue,  informed  the  committee. 
"As  there  have  been  walks  put  down 
to  accommodate  fewer  houses  and  on 
longer  stretches  such  as  the  walk  on 
Yew  Street,  which  has  only  three  houses 
on  It,  there  should  be  no  objection  to 
on  asking  for  a  few  feet  of  walk  to 
accommodate  eight  houses.'* 

Ths  conditions  brought  forward  In 
this  communication  will  be  reported  on 
by  the  city  engineer  and  ths  chairman 
of  the  streets  committee.  The  condi- 
tions are  said  to  be  typical  of  those  In 
many  other  sparsely  settled  districts. 

A  400-foot  sidewalk  will  be  built  at  a 
cost  of  $44  along  Trent  Street  to  ac- 
commodate three  houses  and  another  on 
Mars  Street  north  from  Finlayeon 
Street,  at  a  cost  of  176.  part  of  which 
will  go  to  cutting  through  a  heavy 
growth  of  broom.  Because  only  one 
house  would  be  benefited  by  the  pro- 
nosed  440-foot  sidewalk  on  Metohosln 
Street,  coating  $48,  the  aldermen  de- 
cided Its  construction  should  be  post- 
poned as  the  city  Is  In  no  mood  to  be 
lavish  in  its  expenditures  at  present. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Jeeves, 
of  512  Cecilia  Street  the  condition  of 
Cecilia  Street  between  Oliver  Street  and 
Manchester  Road  will  be  Investigated  by 
the  city  engineer  and  the  chairman  of 
the  streets  committees  All  Mr.  Jeeves 
eays  he  wants  Is  that  the  road  be  made 
so  that  a  human  being  can  use  It  with- 
out running  the  risk  of  being  drowned 
In  mud  if  he  happens  to  slipi 

A  $2$  trail  on  Mount  Stephen  Avenue. 
Just  behind  the  Protestant  Orphanage  Is 
to  be  built  at  once.  Because  of  the 
many  trails  that  the  city  has  been 
called  on  to  construct  during  the  Win- 
ter weather,  the  engineer  was  yesterday 
authorised  to  prepare  a  report  on  the 
number  of  possible  applications  that 
may  be  made  in  the  future  so  that  the 
money  can  be  set  aside  for  them  and 
so  they  can  be  done  at  the  most  sea- 
sonable time  of  the  year. 

Work  will  soon  be  commenced  on  1 
sewer  extension  on  Slater  Street,  run- 
ning 260  feet  east  from  Hlghvfew  Street 
This  will  cost  $760,  according  to  the 
estimates  of  the  city  engineer  and  will 
at  present  serve  three  houses.

City  Makes  Its  Proposal  to 
Provincial  Government  — 
— Asks  Better  Park  Accom- 
modation Across  Harbor, 


PINT  CHARACTER 
REMOVED  BY  DEATH 


Mr.  Tom  Potter,  Who  Came 
to  Coast  in  1858,  Had  an 
Eventful  Career—Died  at 
Age  of  92. 


One  of  Victoria's  quaintest  characters 
was  removed  yesterday  when  Mr.  Thom- 
as Potter,  a  resident  of  the  elty  and 
vicinity  for  many  years,  died  at  the 
Provincial  Royal  Jubilee  Hospital  at  the 
ace  of  9$. 

Tom  Potter,  as  he  was  familiarly 
known  among  other  old  residents  of  the 
city,  bad  been  in  precarious  health  for 
some  time  and  he  himself  had  not  hoped 
to  live  aa  long  as  he  did,  a  fact  which 
Is  borne  out  In  the  fact  that  thirteen 
years  ago  he  had  his  own  tombstone 
erected  at  Ross  Bay  Cemetery  with  his 
name  and  an  inscription  carved  thereon. 
leaving  only  the  place  for  the  date  of 
death  a  blank.  This  also  reveals  the 
eccentric  personality  which  he  In  many 
ways  possessed. 

On  December  21,  1$24,  Mr.  Potter  waa 
born,  in  the  little  town  of  Donaby,  Lin- 
colnshire. England.  He  received  his  edu- 
cation in  the  Old  Country  and  then  act 
out  on  a  career  of  adventure,  which  did 
not  terminate  until  over  half  a  century 
later.  Hearing  of  the  fortunes  being- 
made  in  California,  he  took  passage  on 
a  sailing-  vessel  from  England  and  after 
a  long  voyage,  which  was  marked  with 
all  the  Inconvenience  and  hardship 
which  usually  accompanied  such  jour- 
neys In  the  early  days,  he  finally  reach- 
ed  America.  He  trekked  across  to  the 
Pacific  Coast  and  reached  the  goldflelde 
of  California  In  1$$$.  when  they  had 
reached  their  height  of  fame  and  people 
from  all  corners  of  the  world  had  been 
attracted  to  them.  He  worked  for  soma 
time  In  the  mines  of  the  South,  and 
then,  learning  of  the  wealth  of  the  Car- 
iboo fields,  he  waa  one  of  ths  first  to 
leave  California  for  the  new  grounds. 

For  a  number  of  years  he  remained 
In  the  Cariboo  and,  from  all  accounts. 
met  with  a  fair  share  of  onccesa.  Final- 
ly deciding  to  give  up  mining.  Mr.  Pot- 
ter came  to  Vancouver  Island  and  pur- 
chased a  farm  for  himself  out  In  the 
Saanlch  district.  There  he  worked  nn- 
t  II  removing  to  town.  Ha  bought  the 
old  Lion  Brewery  la  the  Spring  Ridge 
section  and  later  converted  It  Into  a 
saloon.

Members  of  the  City  Council,  at  a 
special  meeting  yesterday,  agreed  to 
lend  the  Provincial  Government  $9,000 
of  Machinery  for  .the  speedy  and  eco- 
nomical development  of  the  8onghees 
Reserve.  They  also  decided  to  ask  ths 
Government  to  alter  the  reserve  plans 
to  give  the  city  a  piece  of  property  on 
ths  reserve  that  would  be  more  like  a 
park  site  than  the  two  plots  that  have 
already  been  designated  as  parks. 

This  action  wastaken  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee  of  the 
Council  consisting  of  Mayor  Todd  and 
Aldermen  Johns,  Dllworth,  Walker  and 
Sargent  and  City  Engineer  Rust,  who 
spent  most  of  the  morning  going  over 
the  reserve. 

The  city  will  lend  the  Government  2 
compressors,  1  electric  motor,  $  small 
drills,  2  large  drills,  4  dump  cars  and 
1  small  locomotive.  The  Government 
agrees  to  return  the  machinery  at  the 
end  of  the  year  or  eerier  If  the  city 
requires  it  and  pay  the  city  all  depre- 
ciation on  the  equipment  or  buy  it  out- 
right. The  city  will  also  sell  the  Gov- 
ernment a  quantity  of  air  hose,  steel 
rails  and  drill  steel.  This  will  be  paid 
for  In  cash.  The  equipment  will  be 
turned  over  to  the  Government  at  once 
to  permit  of  work  on  the  reserve  start- 
ing up  again  next  week.

As  for  the  park  situation  the  alder- 
men reported  after  their  tour  that  they 
had  discovered  two  email  parks  which 
will  be  of  "little  value  for  park  pur- 
poses as  they  are  very  high  and  rocky." 
One  lot  is  of  1.4  acres  Immediately 
south  of  the  extension  of  Johnson 
Street,  and  the  other  of  2.2  ecres,  imme- 
diately north  of  the  extension  of  John- 
son Street. 

Johnson  Street,  the  report  points  out, 
passes  between  the  two  properties 
through  a  deep  cutting.  The  parks 
cannot  be  used  by  the  public  at  all  with- 
out being  fenced,  at  least  along  Johnson 
Street  frontage,  to  prevent  people  fall- 
ing oft*  the  sites.  The  cost  of  hauling 
earth  to  improve  these  sites  and  their 
maintenance  would  be  unduly  heavy, 
the  aldermen  stated. 

The  Council  therefore  is  asking  the 
Government  to  set  aside  for  civic  park 
purposes  either  the  long  triangular - 
shaped  area  to  the  north  of  the  Esqui- 
mau Road  or  the  area  south  of  the  Es- 
quimau Road  as  far  as  the  extension 
of  Dundee  Street.  Both  are  bounded 
on  the  east  by  the  land  reserved  for 
the  Canadian  Northern   Railway  Co. 

The  Council  recommends  that  the 
Government  hold  the  two  present  park 
sites  free  fron  occupation  so  that 
either  the  city  or  the  Government  can 
go  there  any  time  and  help  themselves 
to 'rook  for  roads  or  other  purposes. 

"It  is  very  gratirylng  to  the  Council 
that  the  Government  haa  started  In  at 
this  matter  and  Is  working  along 
amicable  lines  with  the  city,"  said  Al- 
derman Cameron.

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Pollowing  the  decision  of  the  City 
Council  at  a  special  session  yesterday 
afternoon  that  It  was  legally  Impossible 
for  that  body  to  vote  an  appropriation 
aa  a  bonus  to  the  Dominion  Film  Cor- 
poration In  consideration  of  the  latter 
establishing  in  this  vicinity  a  "film 
city,"  the  "Greater  Business'  committee 
which  has  been  in  close  touch  with  the 
proposals  of  the  company,  immediately 
began  the  formulation  of  a  plan  where- 
by It  is  expected  to  raise  the  necessary 
funds  by  private  subscription  today.  Tbe 
sum  required  is  $9,200.  Within  twenty 
mlnutee  following  tbe  adjournment  of 
the  city  hall  meeting  yesterday  $1,600  of 
the  amount  had  been  subscribed. 

Thirty  men  of  the  committee  and  the 
chairman  of  tbe  ladles'  sub-committee 
met  in  the  offices  of  the  Victoria  and 
Island  Development  Association  last 
night  and  perfected  their  arrangements. 
It  waa  a  thoroughly  business  meeting, 
snd  everyone  present  showed  that  they 
were  thoroughly  in  earnest.  The  city 
has  been  "struck  off"  In  districts,  and  a 
capable  organisation  formed,  whclh.  it  is 
felt,  will  accomplish  the  undertaking  be- 
fore 1  o'clock  today.  The  committee  will 
begin  Its  work  simultaneously  In  all  the 
districts  at  9  o'clock,  and  will  report 
euccess  hourly  to  the  headquarters  in 
the  Development  Association  Rooms, 
where  a  large  dial  will  be  made  to  reg- 
ister the  progress  of  the  canvass  at  In- 
tervals. The  members  of  the  committee 
will  all  report  at  headquarters  at  1 
o'clock  to  give  a  summary  of  their  work. 
At  the  close  of  the  meeting  last  night, 
the  Business  Men's  Committee  gave  out 
tbe  following  statement: 

"The  membership  of  this  committee 
has  no  affiliation  whatever  with  the  Do- 
minion Film  Corporation.  We  are  resi- 
dents of  the  city  and  have  our  business 
Interests  here,  and  in  most  cases  have 
staked  our  futures  on  the  future  of 
the  city  of  Victoria.  We  believe  that 
the  present  conditions  in  the  city  call 
for  a  wider  awake  policy  in  respect  to 
matters  which  make  for  municipal  ad- 
vancement. We  believe  that  the  first  es- 
sential to  tbla  end  Is  the  widening  of 
the  scope  of  our  Industrial  development, 
raith  la  Mar.  Mslaon 
"The  Committee  is  in  close  touch  with 
the  affairs  of  the  Dominion  Film  Com- 
pany, and  with  the  credentials  of  Mr. 
J.  Arthur  Nelson,  Its  president  and  gen- 
eral manager.  We  have  faith  In  him, 
and  wo  have  faith  In  his  ability  to  ful- 
fil bis  undertaking  with  the  citlsens  of 
this  city,  who  will  support  his  proposal 
to  establish  here  a  motion  picture  In- 
dustry. His  contract  with  this  commit- 
tee Is  a  hard  and  fast  one,  as  has  been 
set  forth  on  several  occasions  before 
public  meetings  and  before  the  City 
Council  In  Its  special  meetings  of  yester- 
day and  today.  We  believe  that  the 
spirit  of  the  representatives  of  the  peo- 
ple in  the  council  of  the  city  was  favor- 
able to  the  proposals  that  were  made  to 
It,  and  tbla  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that 
those  members  of  that  body  who  have 
not  alreedy  subscribed  to  the  fund  that 
we  have  undertaken  to  raise,  have,  for 
the  most  part,  signified  their  willingness 
to  do  so. 

"We  are  prosecuting  an  "Instantaneous 
campaign."  By  this  we  mean  that  we 
propose  to  raise  the  necessary  $9,200  be- 
fore 1  o'clock  today. 

"We  believe  that  the  city  of  Victoria 
was  selected  as  a  site  for  this  proposed 
Industry  on  account  of  Its  particular 
suitability  to  the  purposes  of  motion 
picture  manufacture.  This  fact  alone 
will  become  known  to  every  section  of 
the  continent,  to  the  great  advantage  of 
this  city.  The  direct  advantages  that 
will  accrue  from  having  established 
here  a  motion  picture  Industry  of  the 
proportions  outlined  by  the  Dominion 
Film  Corporation  will  be: 

"Tbe  acknowledgment  that  Victoria  is 
tbe  producing  centre  of  Canada  and  of 
the  Pacific  Northwest. 

"The  employment  here  of  hundreds  of 
people  dally  at  a  good  salary,  all  of 
which  will  be  retained  In  the  city  for 
the  stimulation  of  trade  among  the 
business  establishments. 

"The  filling  up  of  the  homes  now  va- 
cant and  the  building  of  new  ones  to 
meet  the  needs  of  those  who  are  at- 
tracted to  the  city  by  the  fact  of  the 
industry  being  stablisbed  here. 

"The  disbursing  of  large  sums  by 
the  company  other  than  for  salaries  as 
guaranteed  by  It  to  meet  their  require- 
ments for  stores  and  for  construction 
work  which  will  be  necessary  In  the 
production  of  motion  pictures,  snd  the 
appearance  on  every  film  produced 
here  of  the  trade  mark,  'Maple  Leaf 
Series,   Made   In   Victoria.' 

"Should  the  company,  through  any 
unforeseen  circumstances,  fall  to  ful- 
fil Its  part  of  the  agreement  which  It 
has  entered  Into  with  the  committee, 
the  fund  subscribed  today  will  be  pro- 
tected by  the  clear  title  to  the  land 
which  It  is  proposed  to  give  to  the 
company  In  consideration  of  having 
the  Industry  established  here.  This 
site  would  then  be  available  at  any 
time  as  aa  encouragement  to  any  other 
Industry. 

"This  Is  one  time  when  the  bustneee 
men  of  the  city  beve  been  aroueed  to 
the  point  of  direct  action  In  what  they 
are  convinced  Is  the  best  Interests  of 
the  city.  Victoria  haa  all  the  advan- 
tage, that  are  essentia*  to  making  a 
success  of  such  an  undertaking  aa  has 
been  proposed.  We  believe  that  the 
city  Is  alive  to  her  own  opportunity 
and  that  tbls  offering  will  not  he  al- 
lowed to  slip  awsy.  We  believe  that 
this  will  be  the  beginning  of  a  bigger 
development  than  we,  ourselves,  con- 
ceive of  at  the  present  time.

"Accordingly.-  while  I  shrink  from 
ths  responsibility  of  advising  against  a 
grant,  the  refusal  of  which,  as  we  are 
told,  will  have  the  effect  of  depriving 
the  city  of  the  establishment  of  an 
Industry,  which,  If  established,  would 
create  great  prosperity  lri  this  neigh- 
borhood, nevertheless,  inasmuch  as  ths 
responsibility  has  been  placed  upon  me, 
I  am  compelled  to  advise  you  accord- 
ing to  my  view  of  the  law.

Before     commencing     another  of  the 
sketches    of    characters    in    the    Greek 


mythology,  it  is  perhaps  right  that  a 
word  ahould  be  said  of  the  purpose  of 
tho  writer.  It  is  simply  to  give  those 
who  have  not  had  the  advantage  of 
s  classical  education  or  leisure  for  wide 
reading  an  Idea  of  subjects  to  which 
allusion  is  often  made  by  the  writers 
whose  books  are  moat  worth  reading. 

In  these  days  when  Greece  la  much 
in  the  thoughts  of  all  of  ub,  it  seemed 
fitting  to  begin  with  those  beings,  real 
or  imaginary,  with  whom  the  wonder- 
ful civilization  of  ancient  Greece  Is 
most  closely  bound  up.  The  well-in- 
formed reader  la  not  likely  to  be  helped 
by  what  anyone  can  And  in  books  of 
reference.  But  it  may  be  that  s  few 
busy  women  will  bo  glad  of  the  Infor- 
mation given  here,  brief  and  imperfect 
as  ft  may  be.  Perhaps  one,  here  and 
there  will  be  glad  to  atudy  the  writers, 
of  whom  there  are  not  a  few,  who  tell 
the  moat  beautiful  of  the  mythi 
,hey  should  ho  told  to  English 
ere. 

1  Demeter,  the  earth  mother  or  Mother 
Earth,  was  the  goddess  of  agriculture, 
and.  of  the  civilization  that  is  baaed 
upon  it.  She  was  a  daughter  of 
Cronua  and  Rhea,  and  a  sister  of  Zona, 
Plutus,  the  god  of  riches,  was  her  son, 
and  Persephone,  a  daughter. 

A  beautiful  story  is  told  of  Demeter 
and  Persephone  round  which  centre  the 
beliefs  and  the  worship  of  the  goddess. 
After  Persephone  had  grown  to  be  a 
lovely  maiden,  ahe  was  gathering  flow- 
ers one  day  when  she  disappeared,  and 
her  companions  in  grief  and  fear  re- 
ported the  loss  to  Demeter.  The  mourn- 
ing mother  searched  for  nine  days  be- 
fore she  learned  that  Hades  had  car- 
ried away  Persephone  to  the  lower 
world,  and  that  Zona  had  permitted 
the  act  of  violence.  In  wrath  the  god- 
dess visited  Olympus  and  afterwards 
wandered  about  among  men  In  the 
guise  of  a  little  old  woman,  Deo,  the 
Seeker.  At  Elenois,  in  Attica,  she  was 
kindly  received  by  Calens,  and  found 
comfort  In  tending  his  new-born  son. 
Revealing  her  deity,  a  temple  was 
built  in  her  honor,  where  she  again 
glvea  herself  up  to  grief.  She  makes 
the  earth  barren,  and  when  all  its  in- 
habitants are  threatened  with  destruc- 
tion by  famine  Zena  uses  his  Influ- 
ence to  induce  Hades  to  send  Perse- 
phono  back  to  her  mother.  Henceforth 
she  was  allowed  to  spend  two-thirds 
or,  some  authorities  aay,  half  the  year 
on  earth  with  her  mother,  returning  to 
her  husband  in  the  lower  world  when 
the  visit  waa  over.     Demeter,  appeased,

agriculture,   civil   order  and   wedlock. 

Out  of  gratitude  to  her  host.  Celena, 
Elenala  been  me  tho  chief  east  of  the 
worship  of  Demeter.  Hero  games  were 
held  in  her  honor,  and  many  solemn 
rites  were  performed.  Offerings  of 
fruit,  honeycomb  and  corn  were  made 
to  her,  and  the  cow  and  the  sow  were 
sacred  to  this  goddsss  of  fertility.  Tho 
sowing  of  the  seed  and  the  burial  of 
the  dead  in  tho  earth  wore  both  pre- 
sided over  by  Demeter.  Ears  of  corn, 
popples,  a  basket  of  fruit  and  a  little 
pig  wars  represented  ss  her  emblems, 
as  well  aa  the  torch  and  the  serpent. 

Ceres  waa  the  Roman  goddeaa  corre- 
sponding to  Demeter,  and  her  worship 
extended  aver  Asia  Minor,  tho  Grecian 
Islands,  and  southern  Italy.  Before 
harvest  the  country  people  held  a  feast 
In  her  honor,  when  dressed  in  white 
and  crowned  with  oak  leaves,  they 
danced  and  sang  harvest  songs.  What 
scenes  are  being  enacted  today  In  the 
lands  where  the  legends  of  Demeter 
had  birth.  Well  may  we  all  pray  that 
peace  and  fertility  may  again  return 
to  the  fields  laid  waato  by  the  fury  of 


Bed  Cross 
Tha  establishment  of  Red  Cross 
branches  in  many  parts  of  ths  city  and 
country  will.  It  Is  hoped,  have  tho  af- 
fect of  utilizing  all  tho  available  labor 
of  women  for  tho  relief  of  tho  suffer- 
ing soldiers.  Tho  execution  of  tho 
plan  has  coma  at  a  favorable  season. 
At  the  beginning  of  Winter  all  tho 
countries  at  war, .  of  which  Canada  is 
one,  are  confronted  with  tho  necessity 
of  making  tho  greatest  possible  pro- 
vision for  the  care  of  wounded  and 
sick  men.  Thousands  of  women  in 
our  city  have  not  needed  any  fresh 
call.  Some  have  already  sacrificed 
health  and  strength  to  the  work  that 
baa  given  untold  comfort  and  relief. 
-But  there  are  more  who  could  have 
done  greater  thlnga  in  the  past  and  a 
few  who  have  not  yet  seen  the  neces- 
sity for  doing  anything.  To  give  every 
woman  and  girl  the  opportunity  of 
contributing  her  share,  however  small, 
to  those  merciful  offerings  to  tho 
men  who  are  fighting  and  falling  and 
suffering  is  tho  aim  of  tho  Rod  Cross. 
That  there  will  be  few  who  will  not 
embrace  that  opportunity  is  sincerely 
to  bo  hoped. 

No  one  should  forget  that  there  are 
mothers  of  largo  families  from  which 
soldiers  have  gone  whose  whole  duty 
lies  at  home.  Children  must  be  cared 
for  and  to  do  this  women  must  con- 
serve their  strength  and  vitality.  It 
Is  the  duty  of  younger  women  to  re- 
lievo some  of  those  mothers  of  tho 
burdens  they  have  been  carrying  since 
tho  beginning  of  tho  war. 

No  one  can  go  about  our  city  with- 
out being  Impressed  with  tho  feeling 
that  all  the  women  are  not  yet  doing 
all  they  can  to  assist  in  raising  money 
and  making  those  supplies  for  which 
there  Is  a  constant  demand.  Each  can 
do  something,  if  only  a  little  and  tho 
services  of  everyone  are  needed  now 
and  may  be  needed  more  in  the  future.

Not  a  single  dependant  of  a  soldier  in 
Victoria  Is  suffering  privation  of  any 
kind.  Wives  and  children  and  mothers 
and  sisters  are  comfortably  housed,  well 
fed  and  well  clad.  This  Is  In  largo  mea- 
sure due  to  the  administration  of  the 
Patriotic  Fund.  The  men  who  have 
gone,  with  very  few  exceptions,  have 
made  such  provision  for  their  depend- 
ants as  waa  possible.

It  Is  only  right  that  thoss  who  bene- 
fit by  the  fund,  and  they  are  by  no 
means  confined  to  the  families  of  the 
soldiers,  should  know  that  the  gentle- 
man who  la  at  the  head  of  tho  adminis- 
tration and  the  ladies  who  assist  him 
In  his  oversight  are  giving  their  services 
without  any  compensation,  except  what 
comes  to  them  from  the  consciousness 
of  duty  performed.  Who,  among  those' 
who  are  benefited,  would  be  willing  to 
give  freely  their  time,  their  thought  and 
their  labor  for  years  simply  for  tho 
good  of  others?  There  have  been  criti- 
cisms. Have  each  of  us  who  have  heard 
and  repeated  them  taken  the  trouble  to 
find  out  whether  the  stories  were  true? 
This  much,  at  least,  every  one  owea  her- 
self and  the  cause  which  tha  Patriotic 
Fund  Is  meant  to  support  On  tho  other 
hand,  we  know  that  the  Patriotic  Fund 
has  brought  comfort  to  thousands  of 
homos,  that  through  It  children  are  well 
fed  and  comfortably  clad,  and  that  la 
sickness  mothers  are  cared  for.  These 
are  facts  known  to  all.  What  la  not 
known  is  tho  trouble  that  is  taken  to 
find  out  how  ovary  case  shall  bo  wisely 
and  Justly  dealt  with.  If  a  woman  will 
sit  down  and  think  how  often.  In  tho 
management  of  her  own  income  and  her 
own  household  she  makes  mistakes,  she 
will  have  some  idea  of  how  hard  It  la 
to  carry  on  tho  vast  business  of  tho  Pat- 
riotic Fund.

Walter  Robertson,  better  known  to 
Coaat  soccer  fans  aa  "Watty,"  who  left 
this  week  with  a  draft  of  the  48th  Bat- 
tery of  Artillery,  a  few  season*  ago 
waa  one  of  the  stars  of  Vancouver  foot- 
ball. After  dropping  entirely  out  of  the 
gpotlllght  for  several  pears  he  signed 
up  with  New  Westminster  at  th*  earnest 
solicitation  of  Andy  McLean,  and  *o  well 
did  he  perform  at  inside  right  that  he 
waa  picked  on  all  the  league  rep  team*.

The  Directors'  Report  waa  read  by  the  General  Manager,  Mr.  C.  E.  Neill. 


The  Directors  have  pleasure  In  submitting  to  the  Shareholders  the  FjDrty- 
Beventh  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  November  SO.  lilt,  accompanied  by 
the  Statement  of  Assets  and  Liabilities. 

The  assets  of  the  Bank;  have  recently  been  subjected  to  the  usual  careful 
revaluation. 

Your  Directors  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  their  late  colleagues,  Mr. 
Wiley  Smith,  His  Honor  Lieutenant-Governor  MacKeen,  and  Mr.  T.  J.  Drummond. 
Mr.  Wiley  Smith  and  Governor  MacKeen  were  the  Directors  of  longest  standing, 
having  served  continuously  on  the  Board  for  twenty-eight  and  twenty-one  years. 
respectively.  Mr.  Drummond  joined  the  Board  in  1908.  The  vacancies  were  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Messrs.  M.  B.  Davis  and  G.  11.  Duggan,  of  Montreal,  and 
Mr.  C.  <;.  Blaokader,  of  Halifax. 

On  October  5th  last  we  concluded  an  agreement  with  the  Director*  of  the 
Quebec  Bank  to  purchaee  the  assete  of  that  Bank,  for  a  consideration  of  9,117 
•hares  of  this  bank  and  3683,775  In  cash.  This  was  ratified  by  the  shareholders 
of  the  Quebec  Bank  on  the  2  Stb  ef  November.  The  approval  of  the  Governor- 
ln-Councll  was  obtained  In  due  course,  and  the  assets  were  transferred  on  January 
2nd.  By  this  purchase  we  have  acquired  on  satisfactory  terms,  assets  approximat- 
ing $22,000,000.

The  General  Manager,  Mr.  C.  E 
Neill.  then  referred  to  the  Annuel 
Statement  as  follows: 

The  Balance  Sheet  before  you  Is  the 
best  ever  submitted  to  the  shareholders, 
end  shows  striking  progress  In  ell  de- 
partments of  the  bank's  business  during 
the  past  year. 

Totel  deposits  now  exceed  $200,000,- 
•00,  the  increase  for  the  year  being  no 
less  than  $4f>, 000,000,  42  per  cent  of  the 
advance  wee  In  the  Savings  Department. 
It  Is  a  satisfactory  feature  that  these 
figures  include  no  large  or  unusual  de- 
posits of  a  temporary  nature. 

Our  note  circulation  is  approximately 
11,000,000  higher,  and  exceeds  the  paid 
up  capital  of  the  bank  by  over  $0,000,000. 
The  excess  Is  covered  by  a  deposit  In 
the  Central  Gold  Reserve 

Current  loans  show  a  moderate  ex- 
pansion. In  Canada  the  Increase  is  •«.- 
88  1.760,  due  chiefly  to  the  acquisition  of 
new  accounts,  and  temporary  loans  to 
customers  producing  munitions  of  war. 
Commercial  loens  abroad  are  higher,  on 
account  of  the  active  demand  in  the 
West  Indies  in  connection  with  the*  pro- 
duction of  sugar  and  other  staple  com- 
modities. These  loans  will  decrease 
substantially  during  the  next  two  or 
three  months. 

The  liquid  position  of  the  bank  has 
been  well  maintained,  liquid  assets  be- 
ing 53.24  per  cent  of  liabilities  to  the 
public,  ss  compered  with  49.03  per  cent 
lest  year. 

The    Increase    In    Investments    repre- 
sents  subscriptions    to    British    Govern- 
ment loans,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  f 
to     a  great     extent     expended     In  this 
country. 

Net  profits  for  the  year  were  17.17 
per  cent  on  the  cepltal,  as  compared 
with  U.48  per  cent  lest  year;  or  8.06 
per  cent  on  combined  capital  and  re- 
serve, am  compared  with  7.80  per  cent 
last   year. 

The  year's  remarkable  results  are  at- 
tributed to  four  causes — prosperous  con- 
ditions In  Canada  and  the  West  Indies, 
the  advantageous  location  of  our 
branches,  co-operation  on  the  part  of 
the  Directors,  and  a  loyal  and  efficient 
staff. 

Vyesldeefs  Address 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Direc- 
tors' Report,  Sir  Herbert  8.  Holt,  Pre- 
sident, said: 

la  view  of  the  comparative  uncer- 
tainty with  which  Canada  necessarily 
looked  forward  to  the  year  Just  passed. 
It  Is  specially  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
present  so  excellent  a  statement  as  that 
before  you  today,  t  It  undoubtedly  ex- 
cels any  previous  exhibit  Our  total 
assets  have  Increased  during  the  year 
fifty-five  million  dollars.  Seven  years 
ago  they  were  sixty-seven  millions;  to- 
day they  era  two  hundred  end  fifty- 
three  millions. 

In  keeping  with  the  fixed  policy  of 
the  bank,  the  ratio  of  liquid  assete  to 
liabilities  to  the  public  has  been  main- 
tained at  a  high  percentage.  The  rate 
at  the  close  of  the  year  was  52.24  per 
cent  against  48.08  per  cent  at  the  end 
ot  the  previous  year.  No  matter  how 
rapid  the  bank's  extension,  we  heve  not 
In  the  past  departed  from  this  cardinal 
principle,  and  we  do  not  Intend  to  In 
the  future. 

We  are  not  singular,  however.  In  re- 
spect of  the  year's  growth.  The  won- 
derful prosperity  ot  the  country  was 
reflected  In  the  assets  or  Canadian  banks 
in  general,  the  total  Increase  amount- 
ing to  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  mil- 
lions. This  prosperity  Is  not  confined 
to  those  engaged  directly  or  indirectly 
In  the  supplying  of  war  materials.  It 
la  widely  diffused,  as  may  he  seen  by 
the  record  henk  clearings,  the  conges- 
tion of  railway  traffic,  the  general 
activity  In  every  deportment  of  whole- 
sale and  retail  trade,  end  the  groat 
volume  of  exports.  Labor  is  scarce  and 
never  commanded  higher  wages.  Com- 
modity prices  heve  attained  a  level  com- 
parable only  with  civil  war  times  In 
the  United  States.

The  list  might  be  extended  indefinite- 
ly. Abnormally  high  prices  are  enrich- 
ing the  producer  and  manufacturer,  but 
profits  are  not  so  large  as  might  ap-' 
pear  on  account  of  material  Increases 
In  the  cost  of  production.  ,' 
Poet-War  Conditions 

Meanwhile,  the  liabilities  of  manufac- 
turers and  others  to  their  bankers  have 
greatly  reduced — in  many  cases  wiped 
out — and  large  credit  balances  created. 
This  is  a  very  satisfactory  situation, 
as  working  capital  now  accumulated 
will  be  of  great  utility  on  the  return 
of  peace.  We  should  bear  In  mind  that 
there  Is  no  permanence  in  war  pros- 
per ity;  that  It  Is  war  business  which 
has  so  accelerated  the  wheels  of  indus- 
try; and  the  the  termination  of  this 
must  reset  on  Industrial  activities  with 
far-reaching  results.  Factories  employ- 
ed exclusively  In  this  connection  will 
close  down.  Kindred  Industries  stimu- 
lated by  high  prices  will  suffer  by  the 
establishment  of  more  ordinary  condi- 
tions. Exports  will  decline  as  Europe 
Imports  less,  snd  commodity  prices  will 
recede.  Labor  will  become  a  glut  on  the 
market,  aggravated  by  the  return  of 
soldiers  In  large  numbers.  All  this  ap- 
pears certain  to  follow  the  establish- 
ment of  peace,  and  the  longer  the  war 
endures  the  more  drastic  will  be  the  de- 
pression, because  of  the  greater  econ- 
omic exhaustion  of  Europe  and  the 
effect  upon  her  buying  power.  We  have 
already  seen  the  stock  markets  con- 
vulsed by  a  most  Improbable  suggestion 
of  peace. 

However,  after  the  first  shock  of 
readjustment,  we  may  expect  a  great 
demand  for  our  farm  products,  building 
material,  farming  Implements,  etc.,  etc.. 
In  the  rehabilitation  of  Europe.  Pend- 
ing this  demand  and  in  preparation  for 
depreealon  In  business  that  must  occur 
the  prudent  man  will  put  hia  bouse  In 
order. 

The  war  Is  now  in  Its  third  year  and 
prospects  of  peace  in  the  near  future 
are 'not  bright,  but  the  people  of  Can- 
ada are  Increasingly  determined  to  help 
at  any  cost  to  bring  about  a  complete 
victory  for  the  Allies. 

Quebec    Sank 

The  Quebec  Bank,  Incorporated  In 
1818.  whose  sssets  we  have  recently  ac- 
quired, was  one  of  the  oldest  banks  In 
Canada.  UnUI  a  few  years  ago  Its 
operstlons  were  confined  to  Ontario  and 
Quebec— principally  to  Quebec,  In  which 
province  It  had  a  valuable  connection. 
As  we  had  very  few  branches  In  this 
province,  the  acquisition  of  their  con- 
nection was  specially  desirable  Our 
branches  now  number  ovsr  400.  The 
fifteen  Quebec  Beak  branches  closed  by 
us  were  located  mosUy  In  leading 
wsstern  cities  where  we  are  duplicated, 
and  the  resultant  saving  will  be  consid- 
erable The  closing  of  these  offices 
gave  us  over  one  hundred  men.  of  whom 
we  were  In  greet  need  to  supplement 
the  staff  at  other  offices. 

You  will  be  naked  today  to  peas  a 
resolution  increasing  the  number  of 
directors  from  seventeen  to  twenty,  in 
order  to  Include  three  of  the  Quebec 
Bank  Directors. 

You  ere  aware  that  the  capital  was 
rounded  off  to  $12,000,000  during  the 
year  by  the  issue  of  4,480  shares  al- 
lotted to  the  shareholders  at  per. 
The  lesue  of  shares  In  connection  with 
the  Quebec  Bank  purchase  has  placed 
It  again  at  no  odd  figure,  namely.  $13,- 
811.780.  As  the  outstanding  circulation 
of  this  hank  and  ths  Quebec  Benk  at  the 
highest  point  In  December  lest  was  ap- 
proximately $10,000,000  in  excess  of  the 
present  paid  up  capital.  It  may  become 
expedient  to  Increase  the  Cepltal  further. 
It  Is  expected,  however,  to  make  no  Is- 
sue before  the  end  of  the  war,  or  until 
conditions  warrant  an  Increase  on  terms 
favorable  to  the  shereholdrre

Pease,  Vice-President  and  Managing  Di- 
rector, said: 

"The  President  and  General  Manager 
having  reviewed  the  bank's  position,  I 
shall  refer  briefly  to  some  aspects  of  the 
general  situation.  The  financial  and 
economic  strength  developed  by  Canada 
since  the  beginning  of  the  war  is  little 
short  of  marvellous.  ■.  In  the  first  seven- 
teen months  she  evolved  from  a  debtor 
to  a  creditor  country,  with  a  balance  of 
$206,706,000  in  her  favor.  In  the  past 
twelve  months  the  balance  has  reached 
$329,000,000.  More  remarkable  stUl  Is 
the  transition  from  an  habitual  borrower 
In  London  to  a  lender  to  the  Imperial 
Government,  coincident  with  the  raising 
of  large  domestic  loans.    * 

In  July,  1814.  before  the  war.  the  per- 
centage of  liquid  assets  of  the  associated 
banks  to  their  liabilities  to  the  public. 
as  it  Is  commonly  determined,  was  43.34. 
On  November  30,  1916.  this  percentage 
stood  at  60.86,  and  on  November  30,  1816, 
at  65.73.  During  the  period  between  No- 
vember 16.  1916,  and  December  16,  1916, 
the  Dominion  Government  floated  two 
domestic  loans  ot  $100,000,000  each,  the 
first  of  this  character  put  out  in  Canada. 
The  banks  underwrote  $25,000,000  of  the 
first  loan  and  $60,000,000  of  the  second, 
but  were  relieved  of  the  latter  under- 
writing, as  public  subscriptions  aggre- 
gated $200,000,000.  Despite  withdrawals 
of  savings  for  Investment  in  these  loans, 
and  the  fact  that  during  the  same  per- 
iod the  Canadian  banks  advanced  the 
Imperial  Government  $100,000,000  (ex- 
pended for  munitions  of  wer  In  Canada 
and  still  current),  their  combined  de- 
posits on  November  $0tb  last  were  $232,- 
000,000  greater  than  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  and  the  liquid  percentage  was 
higher.  Of  the  increase  Wi  deposits  $122,- 
000,000  was  In  the  Savings  Department 
In  Canada.  This  extraordinary  showing 
ie  due  to  large  expenditures  for  muni- 
tions; to  a  rich  harvest;  to  the  sale  of 
surplus  wheat  (estimated  at  30,000,000 
bushels),  from  the  previous  yesr's  bump* 
per  crop  at  very  high  prices;  and  to  the 
sale  In  the  United  States  of  $76,000,000 
Dominion  Government  and  $75,000,000 
miscellaneous  securities.  It  Is  probable, 
however,  that  a  -largo  proportion  of 
these  security  sales  represented  renew- 
als of  obligations.  Be  that  as  It  may, 
the  accession  of  national  wealth  has 
been  great. 

It  was  a  wise  and  courageous  depar- 
ture of  the  Government  to  take  advan- 


Our  foreign  trade  last  year,  you  will 
observe,  exceeded  $1,800,008,600.  being 
nearly  double  the  amount  for  the 
previous  year,  and  nearly  two  a.nd  a 
half  times  as  great  as  In  1914.  These 
abnormal  figures  are  due  to  enormous 
munition  orders  and  high  prices  for 
commodities.  All  our  energies  should 
be  directed  to  counterbalancing  the 
loss  of  these  orders  on  the  return  of 
pea.ee  as  far  aa  possible  by  supple- 
mentary exports,  in  addition  to  re- 
veellng  to  us  our  economic  power,  the 
war  has  created  a  great  opportunity 
In  the  Held  of  foreign  trade  The 
Primary  essentials  to  success  In  this 
direction  are  immigration,  which 
should  be  stimulated  I  to  a  sufficient 
extent  to  provide  for  a  large  develop- 
ment ot  our  natural  resources,  and 
.encouragement  by  the  Government  In 
some  form  ot  Industrial  interests, 
without  which,  as  a  young  manu- 
facturing country,  it  would  be  difficult 
to  take  full  advantage  of  the  coming 
opportunity  to  enter  compeUtive  mar- 
kets. 

We  believe  the  present  prosperity 
win  probably  continue  while  the  wer 
lasts,  to  be  followed  by  an  inevitable 
reaction  during  the  readjustment 
period.  But  with  the  triumph  of  the 
Allies— a  foregone  conclusion — a  new 
era  of  prosperity  will  eventually  come 
to  us.  We  should  heve  less  to  fear 
from  the  readjustment  If  the  people 
of  this  country  would  curb  their  pro- 
pensity to  reckless  speculation  and 
extravagance  in  this  time  of  plenty.

Commercial  conditions  in  the  past 
year  showed  marked  Improvement  over 
1816.  Real  estate,  however,  con- 
tinued dull.  Economy  practised  in 
public  and  private  life  la  having  a 
beneficial  effect. 

The  year  waa  fairly  good  for  agri- 
culture, end  would  heve  been  more 
successful  but  for  the  ehortage  of 
competent  labor.  Fruit  crops  and  the 
yield  of  vegetables  were  larger  than 
in  the  previous  year,  and  brought  bet- 
ter prices. 

The  salmon  pack  was  disappoint- 
ing. The  Fraser  River  catch  of  sock- 
eyes  wos  not  over  50  per  cent  of  the 
lowest  previous  record.  Prices  ruled 
high,  with  a  very  active  demand. 

The  halibut  fisheries  enjoyed  e  good

prices.  Whaling  figures  are  not  yet 
available,  but  are  reported  to  be  the 
best  for  several  years  past. 

The  state  of  the  lumber  Industry 
hss  been  healthier  and  mors  active 
than  for  years  past.  The  cut  for  the 
current  year  Is  estimated  at  1,250.- 
000,000  feet,  compared  with  1,017,000,- 
000  feet  In  1816.  A  brisk  demand 
developed  in  the  Prairie  Provinces 
during  the  Spring  and  Summer,  bring- 
ing an  advance  in  prices.  Lumber- 
ing operations,  however,  were  seriously 
hampered  by  a  shortage  of  labor  and 
high  wages.  It  will  be  difficult  to 
get  out  sufficient  logs  during  the  pre- 
sent Winter  to  meet  the  demands  ex- 
pected next  Spring.  The  export  trade 
was  small  owing  to  scarcity  of  ton- 
nage. On  account  of  the  continued 
demand  for  pulp  and  paper  at  profit- 
able prices,  several  new  plants  will 
commence  operations  during  the  com- 
ing year. 

Another  Important  industrial  devel- 
opment Is  the  establishment  of  ship- 
building yards  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 


monetary  situation  In  Canada  to  float  In- 
ternal loans.  The  vigorous  response  by 
the  public  was  a  general  surprise,  both 
offerings  being  subscribed  for  twice  over. 
The  benefit  of  the  Investment  of  the 
country's  savings  In  our  own  Govern- 
ment bonds  is  obvious.  It  Is  estimated 
that  not  over  $85,000,000  of  these  Issues 
went  to  American  Investors.  Another 
notable  feature  of  the  times  Is  the  loan 
of  $100,000,000  made  by  the  associated 
banks  during  the  year  to  the  Imperial 
Government  on  Treasury  Bills  at  twelve 
months'  date  for  the  purpose  of  purchas- 
ing munitions.  Since  the  close  of  our 
fiscal  year  $30,000,000  additional  at  six 
months'  date  has  been  advanced  by  a 
syndicate  of  six  banks,  including  our- 
selves, for  the  purpose  of  buying  wheat 
and  storing  It  over  the  Winter.  A  fur- 
ther munitions  credit  of  $60,000,000  hav- 
inc  a  currency  of  twelve  months  has  al- 
s  i  been  recently  extended.  The  afford- 
ing of  credits  to  the  Imperial  Govern- 
ment will  have  a  very  beneficial  Influ- 
ence on  Canadian  finance,  and  the  pos- 
session of  short  date  British  Treeeury 
Blllc  will  place  the  banks  after  the  war 
In  a  very  strong  position.    .

The  great  factor  In  support  of  the 
flr.anclal  situation  In  Canada  since  the 
beginning  of  the  war  has  been  the  col- 
laboration of  the  chartered  banks, 
through  the  Intermediary  of  the  Cana- 
dUn'Uankers'  Association,  with  the  Min- 
ister of  Finance  They  may  be  depended 
upon  to  co-operate  loyally  In  assisting 
the  Minister  to  the  utmost  limit,  having 
due  regard  to  the  needs  of  commercial 
borrowers  snd  tbe  maintenance  of  pro- 
per llqitl.1  reserves.  In  his  arduous  task 
of  financing  Csnsda'a  war.  Tu  •  banKr 
are  also  co-operating  with  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  In  his  praiseworthy  ef- 
forts to  increase  production  and  expand 
the  country's  live  stock  trade.  To  this 
end  liberal  sdvances  are  being  extended 
to  breeders  of  cattle  As  a  result  of 
their  combined  action,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  has  been  Instrumental  in 
turning  back  to  the  farms  of  Western 
Canada  from  Winnipeg  and  other  stock 
yards  In  ths  last  three  months  over 
9,000  head  of  cattle  and  1,400  sheep 
which  would  otherwise  have  been 
slaughtered  or  shipped  to  the  South.  It 
Is  Interesting  to  nots  tbe  large  diversion 
of  cattle  from  the  Winnipeg  Stock 
Tards  to  the  prairies  Instead  of  to  the 
United  States.

The  grain  crop  In  ths  Middle  West 
promised  to  be  even  larger  than  the 
record  drop  of  1816,  but  during  the 
lest  week  of  July,  owing  to  damp. 
hot  weather,  an  epidemic  of  rust  set 
In  throughout  southern  snd  south- 
western Manitoba  and  parts  of  Sas- 
katchewan. Crops  In  the  affected  dis- 
tricts ware  practically  ruined,  the  re- 
turn being  only  from  3  to  10  bushels 
an  acre  Hall  storms,  also,  have  been 
more  numerous,  more  severe  end  mors 
widespread  than  for  many  years  pest. 
In  southern  Alberta,  and  In  southern 
Saskatchewan  from  Weyburn  west, 
excellent   crops    were   harvested.

Business  conditions  throughout  the 
West  are  good.  Wholesale  houses  re- 
port an  Increase  la  business,  and  col- 
lections satisfactory  on  the  whole. 
Retailers  ere  buying  carefully,  show- 
lag  aa  disposition  to  over-stock. 

The  past  year  waa  a  favorable  one 
In  the  Piovfaoo  of  Ontario,  except  for 
agriculture  and  lumbering  snd  tbe 
buildlag  trade.

Both  wholesale  snd  retail  trade  re- 
port conditions  generally  satisfactory, 
and   collections  good. 

British    West   Indies 

The  yesr's  results  In  Jamaica  were 
only  fairly  satisfactory,  and  the  lot 
of  ths  banana  planter  was  particularly 
hard.  Tonnage  was  lacking  for  the 
export  of  tbe  early  fruit,  and  In  Aug- 
ust, for  the  second  year  in  succession, 
the  crop  was  entirely  devastated  by 
hurricane.  A  sharp  decline  in  the 
pries  of  logwood  was  another  unfavor- 
able  feature. 

Imports  during  1915  (the  latest  fig- 
ures available)  decreased  from  £2.- 
666,000  to  £2,337,000,  but  Customs 
duties  showed  en  Increase  of  £20,745, 
due  to  the  higher  Customs  tariff.  Of 
imported  goods,  Jamaica  purchased 
54%  from  the  -United-  States,  33.3% 
from  Great  Britain  and  9%  from  Can- 
ada. It  should  be  remarked  that  Can- 
ada could  supply  a  large  proportion 
of  the  goods  at  present  unobtainable 
from  Great  Britain,  on  account  of  war 
conditions.  It  Is  doubtful,  however.  If 
our  exports  to  Jamaica  can  Increase 
to  any  appreciable  extent  unless  bet- 
ter steamship  service  Is  provided. 
Should  that  colony  become  a,  party  to 
the  West  Indian  Reciprocity  Agree- 
ment, of  which  she  hss  to  date  en- 
joyed the  benefits,  this  could  nt»  doubt 
be   arranged. 

Total  exports  were  valued  at  £2,- 
238.664,  or  £676,000  less  than  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  chief  causes  of  the 
decrease  was  the  failure  of  the  banana 
crop.  Sugar,  rum  and  cacao  brought 
higher  prices.  The  exports  of  sugar 
and  rum  were  £441,000,  of  which  Great 
Britain  took  £334,000.  Exports  of  fruit 
were  £646.000,  of  which  £536,000  went 
to  the  United  States. 

Conditions  in  Trinidad  were  very 
satisfactory.  A  good  cacao  crop  was 
marketed  at  high  prices.  The  sugar 
crop  was  considerably  above  normal, 
and  the  estates  made  large  profits. 
The  Increase  In  the  production  of  oil 
continues,  and  Important  shipments 
were  made  during  the  year,  largely, 
for  Navy  purposes.  The  energetic 
development  of  this  Industry  during 
the  past  Ave  or  six  years  has  proved 
very  fortunate  for  the  Colony,  tn  view 
of  the  present  demand  for  oil. 

Exact  figures  of  the  sugar  produc- 
tion of  Barbadoes  have  not  come  to 
hand,  but  the  crop  was  much  larger 
than  that  of  the  previous  year.  Sugar 
Is  the  Island's  only  Important  crop, 
and  tbe  prosperity  now  enjoyed  Is  un- 
precedented, St.  BUtt's  and  Antigua 
are  in  a  similar  position,  like  almost 
all   the  sugar  producing  islands. 

Dominion  waa  visited  by  a  severe 
hurricane  which  resulted  In  some  loss 
of  life,  snd  considerable  Injury  to  the 
lime  Industry.  While  some  of  the  In- 
dividual planters  suffered  heavy  loss, 
conditions  in  general  were  satisfactory. 

Orenade  marketed  an  average  crop 
of  cacao  and  spices  at  satisfactory 
prices. 

The  sponge  Industry  of  the  Bahamas 
continues  satisfactory,  except  in  cer- 
tain less  important  lines,  which  were 
formerly  taken  by  Germany  and  Aus- 
tria. The  tourist  trads  was  the  best 
in  years,  and  the  present  season  is 
expected  to  be  quite  as  good.

Business  conditions  In  British  Hon- 
duras continue  somewhat  unsatisfac- 
tory, due  principally  to  the  limited  de- 
mend  for  mahogany.  An  Improvement 
has  been  noted  recently  in  this  respect. 
Shipments  of  chicle  inoreased  during  ths 
year.  The  business  of  the  Colony  is  still 
adversely  affected  by  ths  political  dis- 
turbances in  Mexico. 


The  sugar  crop  for  1816-16  amounted 
to  3.005.000  long  tons,  against  2,675,000 
for  1914-16.  It  la  estimated  that  pro- 
ducers obtained  an  average  price  of  $4 
per  100  lbs.,  f.  o.  b..  Cuba —  about  dou bis 
the  average  price  for  several  years  prior 
to  the  war.  Experts  estimate  the  prob- 
able 1816-17  crop  at  8,500,000  tons,  al- 
most 1,000,000  tons  more  than  the  crop 
of  two  years  ago.  Sixteen  new  mills 
were  erected  during  ths  past  year,  mak- 
ing 301  to  grind  during  the  present  sea- 
son On  account  of  unseasonbale  weath- 
er, the  mills  srs  considerably  later  than 
usual  in  starting  to  grind,  and  the 
caas  is  giving  unfavorable  returns  as 
compared  with  last  year.  These  fscts, 
together  with  a  scarcity  of  labor  and 
transportation  difficulties,  may  result  In 
a  lower  production  than  estimated.  Sug- 
ar freights  durlag  the  last  crop  aver- 
aged 80  cents  to  M  cents  per  100  lbs., 
snd  present  Indications  are  that  they 
will  be  higher  turln?  the  cot-tic  •en- 
son.  There  Is  moro  or  less  uncertainty 
regarding  prices,  but  the  outlook  Is  nev- 
ertheless very  favorable.  Aa  incident 
worthy  of  mention  la  the  sugar  trade 
during  the  year  waa  ths  formation  of 
the  Cube  Cane  Sugar  Corporation,  which 
acquired  seventeen  mills  with  sn  antici- 
pated output  of  560.000  tons  during  the 
present  crop. 

The  production  of  tobacco  was  some- 
what under  that  of  the  presiding  year, 
and  less  than  bal  fa  noral  emrop.  Prices 
have  risen  steadily,  snd  the  value  »f  the 
pest  crop  Is  estimated  at  something 
over  M8.6oe.aee.  ae  compared  with  about 
$20,000,000  la  ISIS.  Oa  the  whole,  con- 
ditions for  the  oomlag  crop  srs  favor- 
able to  aa  Increased  yield  of  good  qual- 
ity. 

The  cattle  Industry  has  boon  vary 
prod  table  oa  account  of  tbe  greater  de- 
mand tar  worklag  cattle,  together  with 
bask  prices  tar  beef  and  hides.  These 
have  tad  to  a  depletion  of  tbe 
stock,  whisk  may  effect  the 
tadastry  aorta aaly  If  not  arrested.

Imports  were  approximately  $39,000,- 
000,  as  compared  with  $34,000,000  In 
1915. 

The  1916-16  sugar  crop  amounted  to 
483,000  short  tons,  compered  with  850,- 
000  In  the  preceding  year.  The  average 
prico  was  $107.79  per  short  ton.  com- 
pared with  $92,6/1  for  the  previous  crop. 
The  present  crop  is  estimated  to  produce 
about  600,000  tons. 

The  coffee  industry  wss  adversely  af- 
f«.<  ted  by  the  war  on  account  of  the  loss 
of  Important  European  markets.  The 
crop  ot  1916-16  amounte  dto  only  33,- 
144.000  lbs.  as  compared  with  61.125,000 
for  the  previous  year,  and  the  value  was 
$2,000,M0  less.  The  crop  now  being  har- 
vested Is  greater  tn  quantity,  but  the 
quality  is  poor  on  account  of  bad  wea- 
ther conditions.  Through  lack  of  trans- 
portation facilities  snd  high  tnsurancs 
rates,  planters  may  be  obliged  to  accept 
u  low  price  for  their  product 

The  tobacco  industry  Is  In  a  prosper- 
ous condition.  The  crop  now  under  cul- 
tivation, to  be  harvested  between  March 
and  June  next.  Is  reported  as  good,  with 
a  largo  Increase  in  acreage  and  pros- 
pects of  high  prices. 

Fruit  conditions  were  only  fair,  crops 
being  poor  and  prices  low. 

Dominican    Bepubllo 

During  the  past  year,  following  a 
short-lived  revolution,  the  United  States 
Naval  authorities  assumed  control  of  the 
Government  of  the  Dominican  Republic. 
A  treaty  waa  subsequently  concluded, 
providing  for  the  Government  of  the  Re- 
public under  the  supervision  of  the 
United  States,  covering  a  term  of  years. 
Business  conditions  were  somewhat  af- 
fected by  the  political  unrest  and  the 
Government's  Inability  to  meet  their 
payments  during  several  months.  The 
aasurance  of  a  stable  government  should 
greatly  help  the  development  of  the 
country,  which  has  been  retarded  for 
years  past  by  repeated  revolutions.  The 
island  undoubtedly  has  a  great  future 
from  an  agricultural  point  of  view. 

Brunches  were  opened  during  the  year 
at  Benches  and  Santiago  de  los  Cabal- 
leros,  the  principal  centres  of  the  cacao 
and  tobacco  trade,  respectively.  Condi- 
tions In  these  districts  are  good,  al- 
though they  have  suffered  In  the  past 
from  lack  of  adequate  banking  facilities. 
The  sugar  Industry  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Island  is  In  a  very  flourishing  condi- 
tion, and  several  new  estates  sre  In 
course  of  formation. 


While  Costa  Rica  lacks  the  unusual 
prosperity  of  most  of  the  other  southern 
countries  in  which  we  are  represented, 
her  business  conditions  are  normal  and 
fundamentally  sound.  The  coffee  snd 
banana  crops  were  good,  and  the  prices 
satisfactory. 

Veaesaela 

A  branch  was  opened'  during  the  past 
year  at  Caracas,  Venezuela. 

Trade  statistics  for  the  calendar 
year  1916  are  not  yet  available,  but  are 
expected  to  be  substantially  the  seme  as 
In  the  previous  year.  Imports  in  1916, 
consisting  chiefly  of  dry  goods,  machin- 
ery, flour,  rice,  etc.,  amounted  to  $13,- 
400,000.  Exports  .were  valued  at  $33,- 
300,000,  of  which  60  per  cent  was  coffee, 
with  cacao,  hides,  raw  gold,  rubber  and 
chicle  in  smaller  proportions.  The  coffee 
crop  now  about  ready  for  harvesting 
will  probably  exceed  the  production  of 
last  year,  but  prices  are  uncertain. 

The  political  conditions  of  the  country 
are  quite  satisfactory,  and  the  finances 
of  the  Government  are  In  a  strong  posi- 
tion. 

Mr.  B.  V.  B.  Johnston  on  War  Ontlook 

Mr.  B.  F.  B.  Johnston,  K.C.,  Second 
Vice-President,  spoke  es  follows: 

'It  Is  very  gratifying  to  the  sharehold- 
ers to  know  that  the  bank  has  made 
steady  and  rapid  advancement  during 
the  past  year.  The  very  able  and  com- 
prehensive statements  to  which  we  have 
just  listened,  show  that  the  bank's  stab- 
ility has  not  only  largely  Increased  la 
the  past,  but  Is  becoming  every  day  a 
greater  financial  factor  In  Canada  and 
elsewhere.

In  thanking  you  on  behalf  of  the 
staff.  I  must  first  refer  to  those  who 
are  absent  on  military  duty.

763,  and  we  have  heard  of  $2  casual- 
ties—45  wounded.  38  killed  or  died  of 
wounds.  1  missing,  and  8  prisoners  of 
war.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  ex- 
pressing publicly  our  sense  of  loss,  and 
our  sympathy  for  the  relatives  of  those 
who  will  not  return. 

To  those  who  are  fighting  our  bat- 
tles unflinchingly  In  the  midst  of  in- 
conceivable hardship,  we  owe  a  heavy 
debt  of  gratitude,  and  we  feel  that 
this  Is  realised  by  none  more  keenly 
than  the  men  who  bear  the  brunt  of 
their  departure  to  a  great  extent.  I 
refer  to  the  many  officers  who  are 
putting  forth  splendid  efforts  with  un- 
failing cheerfulness,  under  Increasing 
duties.  It  Is  not  easy  to  conduct  the 
business,  without  so  many  of  our  train- 
ed men.  The  depleted  ranks  must  be 
filled  almost  entirely  by  junior  clerk* 
end  by  girls,  without  banking  exper- 
ience, and  the  labors  of  our  trained 
men  are  thus  intensified.  Had  we  not 
been  able  to  secure  the  services  of  >& 
large  number  of  capable  girls  as  clerks, 
the  staff  situation  would  have  been 
serious  Indeed.  The  total  number  of 
girls  employed  on  all  posts  hss  grown 
to   715. 

As  for  the  Executive  Officials,  >\>ur 
approval  Is  naturally  a  matter  of  Im- 
portance and  an  added  encouragement. 
We  endeavor  to  use  our  beat  efforts 
at  all  times  In  tbe  Interests  of  ,  the 
bank,  and  It  Is  pleasant  to  know  that 
we  enjoy  your  confidence. 

In  connection  with  the  staff,  one 
thing  nbove  all  others  must  be  borne 
In  mind— our  moral  obligation  to  do 
the  very  best  we  con  for  our  men  re- 
turning from  the  front.  This  war  Is 
weertng  down  the  fine  edge  of  .-our 
feelings  In  some  respects,  but  It  must 
not  be  allowed  to  so  dull  our  sensibili- 
ties that  we  could  ever  accept  the 
sacrifices  of  our  men  as  a  matter  of 
bourse.  There  sre  problems  ahead 
for  us  In  dealing  with  them  as  we  wish 
to  deal,  but  ws  are  fully  prepared  to 
give  the  future  of  these  men  our  most 
serious  consideration.

OTTAWA,  Jan.  19.— Hon.  J.  D.  Hasan. 
Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisberlaa,  and 
the  officials  of  the  department  ware  to- 
day waited  upon  by  a  deputation  repre- 
senting the  fishing  Industry  of  fishery 
district  No.  2,  British  Columbia,  the 
northern  district  of  the  province.  In 
addition  ta  a  number  of  minor  matters 
which  were  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  minister  and  his  officials,  the 
deputation  asked  that  in  future  no  re- 
striction should  be  placed  upon  the  num- 
ber of  salmon  cannery  licences  Issued 
and  also  that  the  number  of  salmon 
licences  issued  be  not   limited. 

The  deputation  also  made  the  requeat 
that  more  freedom  be  given  to  the  fish- 
ing Interests  In  connection  with  the  Ash- 
ing for  bait  for  halibut  Ashing.  It  was 
suggested  that  the  taking  of  Fall  sal- 
mon to  be  used  for  bait  be  allowed.  The 
requests  will  be  referred  to  the  B.  C. 
Fisheries  Board,  which  is  now  in  session 
here,  Mr.  Mclntyre,  assistant  commis- 
sioner of  Asherles  for  the  department, 
and  Mr.  Cunningham,  the  chief  Inspector 
for  the  Dominion  Asherles,  being  In  at- 
tendance.

The  Oeverner  remained  in  port  only  an 
hour,  sailing  for  Ban  Francisco  aad  Ban 
Diego  at  4  p.  ».  with  a  total  passenger 
lift  of  442.  Of  whom  141  flrat  class  and 
two  second  class  psaseagera  bearded  the 
vessel  at  Victoria.  Host  of  those  leaving 
here  fer  the  South  yesterday  were  resi- 
dent* from  the  Prairie  cot-ntry.  Hundred* 
of  these  folk  have  gone  to  California  te 
spend  the  Winter,  aad  a*  most  of  them 
will  want  to  come  back  about  the  same 
time.  In  order  to  be  on  their  ranches  to 
make  preparations  for  the  Spring  work.  It 
■  vspected  that  there  will  he  a  heavy  de- 
mand all  at  once  for  accommodation 
which  will  tax  the  facilities  of  the 
transportation  company  to  supply.  The 
high  prices  which  the  farmers  have  ob- 
tained for  their  crops  has  resulted  ia  so 
Increasing  their  bank  account*  that  many 
of  them  are  seising  the  opportunity  for  en- 
Joying    a   vacation    In    warmer   climes. 

The  O.  S.  K.  liner  Manila  Maru  sailed 
for  the  Far  East  at  t  o'clock  last  night, 
carrying  ten  first  class  and  forty-three 
steerage  passengers  from  Seattle,  and  four 
steerage  passenger*  who  boarded  the  ves- 
sel here.  She  had  a  cargo  of  4,744 
measurement  tons.  Including  a  large  ship- 
ment of  shipbuilding  steel,  7.414  bales  of 
ootton  and  about  twenty  motorcar*.  While 
In  port  the  liner  discharged  a  quantity  of 
over-csrrled  cargo,  consisting  of  thirty- 
live  bales  of  cowhide  from  Shanghai  and 
twenty-one  packages  of  merchandise,  all 
of  which  will  be  transhipped  to  Vancocver 
aad    shipped    overland. 

Mr.  K.  Bski,  one  of  the  staff  of  six 
representative*  of  the  Japanese  firm  of 
Mitsui  44  Co..  stationed  at  Seattle  was  a 
passenger  oa  the  Manila  Haru.  He  ar- 
rived from  the  Orient  six  months  ago  via 
San  Francisco  and  Is  now  returning  to 
Japan  on  account  of  the  Illness  of  his 
mother. 

Hr.  Bakt  states  that  his  company  Is 
now  exporting  large  quantities  of  Oregon 
pine  from  Portlsnd  and  Tscoma  te 
Japan.  Shanghai  and  to  Bombay,  India. 
Its  largest  imports  Into  the  United  States 
comprise  mostly  bean  oil,  linseed  and  bean 
cakes.  It  sold  last  year  from  July  to  De- 
cember II,  about  1,404,004  yen  worth  of 
bean  oil  alone  In  the  States  and  the  busi- 
ness Is  still  showing  every  Indication  of 
becoming  more  flourishing.  This  produot 
Is  used  for  machine  oil  and  many  other 
purposes. 

According  to  Mr.  Sakl,  his  company, 
which  recently  chartered  the  new  1,144 
tons  steel  freighter  Niels  Nielsen,  has 
acquired  that  vessel  for  only  one  round 
trip  from  Paget  Sonnd  to  the  Orient,  via 
Vladivostok,  but  It  is  possible  that  after 
the  completion  of  that  voyage  she  may 
be    chartered   for   the    second    round    trip.

Maru  Included  T.  Fujlta,  who  haa  been 
engaged  In  business  as  a  general  merchant 
at  Spokane  for  the  past  eight  years.  He 
will  spend  the  next  four  months  In  Japan 
on  business.

Hundreds  of  Invitations  Are 
Sent  Out  for  Important 
Function — Beginning  of  New 
Era  of  Prosperity. 


According  to  arrangements,  the  launch- 
ing of  the  schooner  Mabel  Brown,  the 
first  of  the  six  to  be  built  at  the  Wal- 
lace shipyards.  North  Vancouver,  will 
take  place  at  i  o'clock  this  afternoon  at 
the  Company's  No.   3  shipyard. 

Tba  aaw  boat  will  be  christened  by 
Miss  Betty  Brown,  daughter  of  Mr.  11. 
W.  Brown,  representative  of  the  Eastern 
syndicate  for  whom  the  boat  Is  being 
built.  The  affair  la  to  be  made  a  public 
function,  and  Invitations  have  been  sent 
to  Premier  Brewster  and  members  of 
tba  Cabinet,  reeves,  mayors  and  council- 
lors of  cities  and  municipalities  and 
members  of  tba  boards  of  trades. 

Quite  a  number  of  prominent  men  IA 
Victoria  accepted  tba  invitation  and  left 
for  tbe  Mainland  last  night  to  atend 
the  launching.  The  Wallace  Shipyards 
originally  started  on  False  Crack,  Van- 
couver, and  Is  one  of  the  old-established 
Institutions  of  tbe  city.  It  has  done 
general  marine  work,  and  It  waa  In  the 
Wallace  yards  that  tbe  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment fishery  cruiser  Kestrel  was 
built,  and  also  the  passenger  steamer 
Britannia,  which  is  at  present  playing 
to  Howe  Sound  from  Vancouver. 

Some  years  ago,  the  yards  were 
moved  to  North  Vancouver,  where  a 
larger  site  was  available.  When  the 
Shipping  Bill  was  enacted  by  the  late 
Conservative  Government  aa  an  aid  to 
shipbuilding,  the  Wallace  Shipyards  Ltd. 
and  the  Cameron-Genoa  Mills  {shipbuild- 
ers Ltd.  of  Victoria,  were  quick  to  real- 
ize the  advantages  offered  by  this  legis- 
lation, and  both  concerns  at  once  decldde 
to  embark  In  the  new  industry  which 
baa  since  grown  to  sucb  large  propor- 
tions. 

Hundreds  of  men  have  been  given 
steady  employment  In  the  two  plants  for 
months  past,  and  many  who  were  keenly 
aware  of  the  cruel  pinch  of  hard  times 
and  who  were  unable  to  find  an  oppor- 
tunity to  employ  their  skill  in  the  vari- 
ous trades  to  which  they  belonged,  have, 
since  the  opening  up  of  this  great  In- 
dustry, been  able  to  earn  good  wages, 
while  the  expenditure  of  the  thousands 
of  dollars  necessary  to  the  carrying  on 
of  the-  shipbuilding  programme  haa 
proved  a  beneficial  influence  throughout 
the  whole  community. 

While  there  Is  that  benefit  from  an 
economic  point  of  view,  there  Is  also,  the 
greater  benefit  of  having  developed  an 
Industry  that  naturally  belongs  to  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  and  there  Is  also  tbe  ad- 
vantage of  having  ships  owned  in  the 
Province  whtch  will  be  used  altogether 
for  British  Columbia  trade. 

In  addition  to  the  wooden  vessels  un- 
der construction,  tbe  Wallace  Shipyards 
are  building  a  steel  ship,  316  feet  long 
and  of  4,600  tons  deadweight,  the  work 
on  which  Is  progressing  at  a  rapid  rate. 
Best  Hone  Too  Oood 

NORTH  VANCOUVER,  B.C.,  Jan.  19. 
— "Tbe  Mabel  Brown  will  be  christened 
tomorrow  afternoon  by  tkt>  smashing  of 
the  best  bottle  of  wine  to  be  procured 
In  the  Province,"  said  one  of  the  direc- 
tors of  the  Wallace  shipyards.  He  took 
a  very  light  view  of  the  objections 
raised  by  a  number  of  temperance  ad- 
vocates in  the  city  against  the  use  of 
wine,  and  asked  If  North  Vancouver  was 
to  break  away  from  the  system  which 
haa  been  In  vogue  among  shipping  men 
since  the  days  of  Queen  Elisabeth. 

He  soorned  the  use  of  grape  Juice,  as 
suggested  by  one  temperance  reformer, 
and  declared  that  all  over  the  world 
the  best  bottle  of  wine  procurable  was 
invariably  used.  Queen  Elisabeth,  he 
said,  was  a  great  advocate  of  shipping, 
and  as  every  boat  was  put  on  tbe  water 
In  her  time  It  was  given  a  name  and 
committed  to  the  mercy  of  the  waves  by 
the  smashing  of  a  bottle  of  foaming 
wine.  The  director  contended  that  it  was 
no  Idle  moment  when  a  great  ship  slips 
gracelully  Into  the  water.  In  the  Old 
Country,  he  said,  when  big  battleships 
and  passenger  liners  are  launched,  the 
ceremony  of  christening  is  usually  pet- 
formed  under  the  direction  of  an  arch- 
bishop of  the  church.  The  reverend 
gentleman  usually  offered  a  prayer  ded- 
icating the  wine  for  the  purpose  and  tha 
boat  to  Its  errand.  Frequently,  he  added. 
Included  In  the  ceremony  tho  blahop 
takes  a  sip  of  the  wine  before  the  bot- 
tle Is  handed  to  the  young  lady  who  Is 
to  do  the  actual  christening.

Detective  Inspector  Perdue  gives  a 
resume  of  the  operations  of  the  plain 
clotbea  branch  for  the  past  year,  re- 
fers to  the  leading  cases  of  crime  and 
makes  special  reference  to  the  Chinese 
troubles  arising  out  of  the  differences 
between  the  two  factions  in  CnTTfalfewn. 
The  presence  In  the  city  of  the  usual 
typo  of  undesirables,  male  and  female, 
was  noted,  but  prompt  action  by  the 
department  forced  the  majority  of 
tbem  to  leave  the  city.

Joseph  M.  Moore,  a  diamond  drill  op- 
erator at  the  Iron  Mask  mine,  near 
Kamloops.  was  Instantly  killed  a  few 
days  ago  when  he  was  struck  on  the 
bead  by  a  projecting  beam  in  the  shaft 
while  riding  to  the  top  on  the  skip. 
The  deceased  had  been  employed  at  the 
mine  but  a  short  time,  and  it  Is  said 
he  was  always  careful  to  set  Into  th* 
bucket  when  being  hoisted  to  the  top 
of  the  shaft.  It  appears  that  at  the 
time  of  the  accident  he  was  with  a 
fellow  employee  who  got  In  first,  and 
th*  deceased  therefore  rode  on  top, 
hanging;  to  the  cable.  This  action  is 
strictly  against  the  Instructions  of 
the  management.  Th*  man's  neck  was 
broken  and  he  sustained  Internal  in- 
juries as  well. 


The  Department  of  Mines,  Ottawa, 
ha*  Just  issued  a  bulletin  containing 
a  general  summary  of  the  mineral  pro- 
duction of  Canada  during  the  calendar 
year  1915.  by  John  McLeish,  B.  A., 
chief  of  tbe  division  of  mineral  re- 
sources and  statics.  In  his  summary 
of  the  mineral  production  by  provinces. 
Mr.  McLeish  says:  "Ontario  continues 
as  the  largest  contributor  to  the  total, 
having  a  production  of  361,061,  278,  or 
44.5  per  cent,  as  against  $63,034,677,  or 
41.1  per  cent  of  the  total  In  1914.  Brit- 
ish Columbia  was  second,  with  a  pro- 
duction of  $38,689,425  or  30.9  per  cent, 
against  134,144,039,  or  18.7  per  cent  of 
the  total  In  the  previous  year.  Nova 
Scotia,  third  In  Importance,  had  a  pro- 
duction of  $18,088,342,  or  13.2  percent 
of  the  total  In  1915,  as  against  $17,- 
6-84,639,  or  13.6  per  cent  of  the  total  In 
1914.  Quebec,  in  fourth  place,  had  a 
production  Of  $11,619,276,  or  8.5  per 
cent;  Alberta  occupied  fifth  place,  with 
a  production  of  $9,909,347,  or  7.2  per 
cent.  The  Yukon  District,  Manitoba, 
New  Brunswick,  and  Saskatchewan, 
follow   in    the  order  named." 


According  to  the  annual  report  of  Mr. 
Lome  A.  Campbell,  vice-president  and 
general  manager.  West  Kootenay  Power 
A  Light  Company  revenue  during  the  fis- 
cal year  ending-  August  31,  1916,  showed 
a  net  Increase  of  $41,249  over  that  for 
the  previous  year.  The  report  says  In 
part: 

"Our  revenue  for  th*  year  ending 
August  31,  1916.  after  writing  off  325,- 
000  for  plant  depreciation,  shows  a  net 
Increase  of  $41,249.43  over  that  of  the 
year  ending  August  31,  1915. 

"During  the  past  year  the  operations 
of  our  different  plants  have  been  con- 
tinuous and  the  service  has  given  entire 
satisfaction  to  our  customers. 

"For  the  year  ending  August  31,  1915, 
our  revenue  producing  load  was  8000.7 
h.p.,  and  for  the  year  ending  August  31, 
1916,  our  revenue  producing  load  was 
11,162  h.p.,  thus  showing  an  increase  in 
power  consumption  over  the  previous 
year. 

"The  producing  mines-  to  which  ws 
supply  power  were  compelled  to  de- 
crease their  shipments  for  the  month  of 
May,  191$,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  re- 
duction works  were  compelled  to  curtail 
operations  due  to  coke  shortage,  brought 
about  by  the  scarcity  of  labor  in  the 
Crow's  Nest  Pass  section,  from  which 
a  coke  supply  is  received.  The  labor 
shortage  was  brought  about  by  the  re- 
cruiting which  has  been  carried  on  in 
this  particular  section  of  the  country. 
This  matter  was  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  tbe  Dominion  Government,  who 
are  now  Investigating,  and  I  am  of  tha 
opinion  that  the  condition  that  now  ex- 
ists will  be  straightened  out  in  the  near 
future. 

"During  tbe  year  we  have  extended 
our  plant  by  the  addition  of  on*-  20,000 
h.p.  distributing  station  erected  at 
Smelter,  B.C.,  and  also  extended  our 
60,000-volt  lines  from  the  main  line  to 
said  distributing  station,  a  distance  of 
three  miles.  Contract  for  the  apparatus 
of  this  station  was  let  September  1, 
1915,  and  the  station  was  ready  for  op- 
eration   on    January  29,    1916." 


"Ore  reserves  In  the  company's  mines 
In  Rossland  are  about  the  same  as  last 
year,  there  being  a  alight  decrease  In 
those  of  the  Le  Rol.  which  Is  more  than 
offset  by  an  Increase  In  the  Centre  Star 
and  War  Eagle."  says  the  annual  report 
of  W.  H.  Archibald,  manager  of  the 
Consolidated    Mines. 

"In  the  Centre  Star  the  ore  body 
mentioned  In  last  year's  report  aa  hav- 
ing been  encountered  by  a  crosscut  from 
the  sixth  level  has  been  further  dev  «i- 
oped  on  the  fourth,  fifth,  seventh  and 
eighth  levels.  Centre  Star,  and  on  tbe 
twelfth.  War  Basle,  with  fairly  satis- 
factory results. 

"In  the  Wsr  Eagle  development  of  tha 
deepest  levels  was  continued  without 
obtaining  definitely  satisfactory  results 
as  to  th*  location  of  the  continuation  of 
ore  bodies  existing  on  the  sixteenth 
level.  The  possibilities,  however,  have 
not  been  exhausted.  Development  In 
the  upper  levels  maintained^  reserves 
without  opening  up  new  ore  bodies  of 
magnitude. 

"In  the  Le  Rol  development  waa  con- 
tinued on  the  lower  level  corresponding 
to  the  thirteenth.  Centre  Star,  where  a 
sulphide  ore  body  containing  copper  val- 
ues principally  waa  opened  up.  The 
wlnse  waa  sunk  to  the  level  of  the  four- 
teenth. Centre  Star,  and  th*  explore tloa 
•f  this  ground   Is   being  continued."

Retail  distribution  Is  m»!n- 
talned  In  volume  over  expectations,  and 
wholesalers  are  receiving  more  than  the 
average  volume  of  orders  for  this  period. 

Montreal  reports  that  wholesale  trade 
Is  showing  a  steady  improvement,  with 
all  Indications  favorable,  and  that  sales 
at  retail  are  satisfactory  notwithstand- 
ing the  continued  rise  in  prices. 

A  moderate  quieting  down  in  some 
line*  Is  reported  In  Quebec,  which  ,1* 
not  unusual  at  this  season  of  the  year, 
but  as  a  whole  normal  conditions  pre- 
vail and  a  quick  return  to  activity  is 
expected. 

Retail  trade  at  Toronto  Is  probably 
better  than  ever  before  at  thla  time  of 
the  year.  Everything  point*  to  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  favorable  condition*. 
Wholesaler*  arc  receiving  a  gratifying 
number  of  orders  for  Immediate  and 
future  dell  vary,  and  general  confidence 
is  expressed  that  Spring  business  will 
be   exceptionally   heavy. 

A  steady  movement  In  all  classes  of 
merchandise  reflects  unusual  prosperity 
lit  the  Far  West  and  Northwest,  snd 
most  dealers  report  business  over  this 
period  as  much  better  than  in  former 
years. 

Retail  trade  s%  Winnipeg  la  fully 
equal  to  or  better  than  the  average  for 
this  season  with  a  specially  good  de- 
mand for  Winter  clothing  and  drygoods. 
Wholesalers  report  good  orders  coming 
in  for  Spring  delivery,  and  "very  little 
Idle  labor.  Prospects  are  considered  de- 
cidedly encouraging. 

There  la  a  steady  call  for  stable  eom- 
raodltlea  at  Calgary,  and  orders  for 
Spring  requirements  are  already  assum- 
ing substantial  proportions. 

Business  at  Edmonton  Is  showing 
good  gains  over  this  time  In  former 
years,  and  the  outlook  for  Spilng  could 
hardly  be  Improved  upon. 

DlstrDution  of  seasonable  merchan- 
dise continues  In  satisfactory  volums  at 
Saskatoon  and  merchants  receive  much 
encouragement  from  the  good  orders 
that  are  being  received  f*v  future  de- 
livery. 

General  trade  conditions  are  very  fa- 
vorable at  Vancouver,  all  lines  beinw 
benefited  by  Increased  activity  in  the 
lumber  Industry  and  mining. 

Qross  earnings  of  all  Canadian  rail- 
roads reporting  to  date  for  the  first 
week  In  January  show  an  Increase  of  13 
per  cent  aa  compared  with  the  samo 
period  a  year  ago. 

Commercial  failures  in  Canada  this 
week  numbered  thirty-four,  as  against 
twenty-six  last  week  and  fifty-three  the 
same  week  a  year  ago.

L.ONDOX,  Jan.  1*  —  The  Prince  of 
Wales  addressed  a  meeting  yesterday  of 
the  committee  for  the  care  of  soldiers' 
Craves,  at  wnlch  Sir  George  Parley,  the 
Canadian  Overseas  Militia  Minister  and 
acting  High  Commissioner  and  represen- 
tative* of  the  other  Dominions,  were 
present.  Tbe  Prince  of  Wales  mentioned 
that  150.U00  craves  are  now  registered. 

"Over  sixty  of  the  400  burial  grounds 
nave  already  been  laid  out,  under  tbe 
advice  of  tbe  director  of  tbe  Social  Bo- 
tanic Gardens,"  said  His  Royal  High- 
ness. "1  nave  seen  bow  beautiful  these 
cemeteries  look  wben  the  flowers  are 
out. 

"It  is  especially  gratify'^  to  me  to 
know  that  my  visit  froM  the  front 
should  coincide  with  first  attendance  at 
a  meeting  of  this  committee  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Dominions'  govern- 
ments. As  the  army1  at  the  front  is  now 
an  Imperial  army,  so  this  committee 
should  be  an  Imperial  committee,  en- 
trusted by  the  Empire  with  the  task  of 
fittingly  and  endurlngly  commemorating 
the  common  sacrifice  of  the  best  blood 
of  the  generation,  a  sacrifice  which 
must  form  one  of  the  sacred  links  of 
Kmpire." 

The  committee  considered,  among  oth- 
er matters,  tbe  question  of  marking  for 
identification  the  graves  of  Canadian 
soldiers  who  have  died  in  England.
